Cambridge,  Mass.,  December  31,  1931. 

To  the  Honorable  City  Council: 

I  submit  herewith  a  report  for  the  financial  year  beginning 
April  1,  1931  and  ending  December  31,  1931.  Under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  Chapter  43,  Legislative  Acts  of  1931,  the  financial  year 
was  changed  to  run  with  the  calendar  year  beginning  with  Jan¬ 
uary  1,  1932.  Pursuant  to  Chapter  43  and  Chapter  198,  Legisla¬ 
tive  Acts  of  1931,  to  compensate  for  departmental  budget  require¬ 
ments  of  nine  months,  there  was  raised  in  the  tax  levy  of  1931  the 
sum  of  $1,500,000  for  construction  purposes  and  to  meet  a  revenue 
deficit  resulting  from  transactions  of  1929  and  prior  years.

WEBSTER  THIERRY  SCHOOL  FUND 

A  donation  in  the  amount  of  $300  by  Mrs.  Louis  J.  Thierry  in  memory  of  her 
son,  Webster  Thierr}^  who  died  while  a  student  at  Latin  School.  The  income  to 
be  expended  for  a  prize,  to  be  known  as  the  Webster  Thierry  prize,  to  the  boy  in 
the  graduating  class  who  has  been  outstanding,  especially  in  his  interest  in  debating 
and  related  work. 


WILLIAM  PENN  HARDING  FUND 

A  bequest  to  the  City  of  Cambridge  under  the  will  of  William  Penn  Harding 
in  the  amount  of  $1,000,  the  income  to  be  expended  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Public 
Library  for  the  purchase  of  recent  books  on  science,  art  or  travel  of  a  popular  and 
instructive  character.  To  be  designated  the  William  Penn  Harding  Fund,  which 
designation  shall  be  printed  in  all  the  books  so  purchased. 

JOHN  WESLEY  FREESE  FUND 

This  is  a  fund  in  the  amount  of  $89.36  bequeathed  by  the  late  John  Wesley 
Freese  in  November,  1914.  The  fund  is  to  accumulate  for  twenty  years,  after  which 
time  a  sum  not  in  excess  of  three-fourths  of  the  annual  income  is  to  be  expended  for 
books  or  works  of  art  for  the  Houghton  School. 

SARAH  E.  RUSSELL  FUND 

A  bequest  to  the  City  of  Cambridge,  under  the  will  of  Sarah  E.  Russell,  in  the 
amount  of  $814.41,  the  income  to  be  expended  annually  in,  or  towards,  providing 
a  Christmas  tree  or  Christmas  gifts  and  entertainments  for  the  inmates  of  the 
City  Infirmary.  Mrs.  Russell  was  the  widow  of  Hon.  Charles  Theodore  Russell  and 
the  mother  of  Hon.  William  Eustis  Russell,  each  of  whom  served  the  City  as  Mayor, 
and  the  grandmother  of  Hon.  Richard  Manning  Russell,  the  present  Mayor. 

BRIDGE  CHARITABLE  FUND 

Founded  by  the  late  Levi  Bridge  of  Cambridge,  in  his  lifetime,  by  a  deed  of 
trust  dated  August  12,  1875,  and  upon  his  death,  April  15,  1876,  the  fund  came 
under  the  control  of  the  City.  In  October,  1877,  Samuel  F.  Bridge,  a  relative  of 
the  founder,  donated  a  sum  sufficient  to  double  the  original  fund.  One-third  of  the 
annual  income  is  added  to  the  principal,  the  remainder  expended  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare. 


REVEREND  PATRICK  H.  CALLANAN  FUND 

A  gift  in  the  amount  of  $2,000  by  Reverend  Patrick  H.  Callanan,  pastor  of 
St.  Peter’s  Roman  Catholic  Church,  the  principal  to  be  invested  and  the  income  to 
be  expended  annually  for  a  “feast  day”  on  December  18  for  the  inmates  of  the 
City  Infirmary. 

EDWARD  L.  KINGMAN  SCHOLARSHIP  FUND 

A  bequest  in  the  amount  of  $1,700  under  the  will  of  Alice  M.  Kingman,  “the 
income  to  be  paid  annually  to  the  student  who  graduated  from  the  Cambridge  High 
School  or  the  Cambridge  Latin  School  with  the  highest  grade,  during  his  first  year 
in  college.  If  the  pupil  who  graduated  with  the  highest  grade  does  not  go  to  college, 
the  income  shall  be  paid  to  the  pupil  with  the  highest  grade  who  does  go  to  college. 
This  fund  shall  be  known  as  the  Edward  L.  Kingman  Scholarship.” 

CEMETERY  PERPETUAL  CARE  FUND 

Held  in  trust  by  the  City,  comprising  amounts  received  from  proprietors  of 
lots  in  Cambridge  Cemetery  for  perpetual  care  of  the  respective  lots. 

All  of  the  above  funds  are  in  the  custody  of  the  City  Treasurer. 
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Trust  Funds  —  Concluded 

The  following  funds  are  in  the  custody  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library: 

CITIZENS’  SUBSCRIPTION  FUND 

In  1899  a  committee  of  citizens  raised,  by  subscription,  a  fund  for  the  purchase 
of  books  at  the  time  the  new  Public  Library  building  was  opened.  The  unexpended 
balance,  $5,500,  was  invested  and  the  income  is  used  for  the  same  purpose. 

CUMMINGS  FUND 

A  bequest  under  the  will  of  Daniel  P.  Cummings,  who  died  May  3,  1889,  in 
the  amount  of  $2,000,  the  income  to  be  expended  for  non-sectarian  books  for  the 
Public  Library. 

FAY  FUND 

A  bequest  under  the  will  of  Isaac  Fay,  who  died  December  20,  1872,  in  the 
amount  of  $1,000  to  the  Dana  Library,  now  the  Cambridge  Public  Library,  the  income 
to  be  expended  for  books  for  said  library. 

WILLIAM  SAUNDERS  FUND 

Bequest  under  the  will  of  Abigail  L.  Prentiss:  the  residuary  estate,  after  the 
termination  of  certain  annuities,  was  paid  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  to 
be  invested,  the  income  to  be  expended  for  the  purchase  and  care  of  books  to  be 
placed  in  the  William  E.  Saunders  Alcove. 


JAMES  A.  WOOLSON  FUND 

Bequest  under  the  will  of  James  A.  Woolson  in  the  amount  of  $5,000,  the 
income  to  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  books,  an  appropriate  bookplate  to  be 
placed  in  each  book. 


CITIZEN  OF  CAMBRIDGE  FUND 

Principal  of  fund,  $7,400.  Donated  by  a  citizen  of  Cambridge,  $3,000  in  1923, 
$2,000  in  1924  and  $2,400  in  1926.  The  income  on  $1,000  to  be  expended  for  the 
purchase  of  books  on  art,  the  income  on  the  balance  to  be  expended  for  the  work 
of  Americanization  and  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  library.

In  1931  the  fiscal  year  was  changed  to  correspond  with  the 
calendar  year,  so  that  the  present  report  is  for  the  period  from 
April  1,  1931  to  December  31,  1931.  Municipal  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  $159,000  became  due  during  the  nine-month  period 
ending  December  31,  1931,  and  were  paid  off  from  this  fund.  The 
total  amount  of  municipal  debt  to  be  paid  from  the  sinking  fund 
now  outstanding  is  $3,423,950.  Deducting  the  present  amount 
of  the  sinking  funds  at  par  value,  $2,617,747.85,  leaves  the  net 
amount  of  municipal  debt  chargeable  to  this  fund  December  31, 
1931,  $806,202.15.  During  the  coming  financial  year  municipal 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  $99,700  will  become  payable  from  this 
fund. 

No  water  bonds  became  due  during  the  year.  The  total 
amount  of  water  debt  now  outstanding  is  $397,500.  The  present 
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amount  of  the  sinking  funds  at  par  value,  $423,456.57,  leaves  a 
surplus  in  the  fund  December  31,  1931  of  $34,950.57.  During  the 
coming  year  no  bonds  will  become  payable  from  this  fund.  All 
municipal  debt  issued  since  1913,  either  for  municipal  purposes 
or  for  water  works,  must  be  in  serial  form,  and  this  Board  has  no 
duties  to  perform  in  regard  to  debt  now  incurred  for  any  purpose. 

For  convenience  in  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  fund,  the  first 
Commissioners  of  both  the  municipal  and  water  funds  entered 
all  bonds  purchased  at  par  value,  regardless  of  the  price  paid  for 
them,  and  entered  all  interest  received  at  the  gross  amount,  with¬ 
out  any  deduction  for  the  proportions  of  premium  paid,  and  this 
practice  has  been  continued  to  the  present  time.  This  method  of 
keeping  the  accounts  has  received  the  approval  of  the  Director 
of  Accounts  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Commissioners  require  collateral  security  for  all  bank 
deposits  exceeding  $15,000.  This  collateral  is  held  in  a  box  in  the 
safe  deposit  vaults,  which  can  be  opened  only  by  the  use  of  two 
keys,  one  of  which  is  held  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Commissioners 
and  the  other  by  the  bank. 

For  many  years  an  annual  payment  has  been  made  to  the 
municipal  sinking  fund  by  the  City  under  the  terms  of  an  ordi¬ 
nance  passed  in  1879.  For  the  year  1930  this  payment  amounted 
to  $64,135.25.  During  1931  a  calculation  of  the  present  condition 
of  the  fund  was  made  by  an  actuary,  which  showed  that  no  con¬ 
tribution  from  the  city  was  needed  at  this  time,  nor  should  any 
further  payment  be  necessary  in  the  future,  if  the  Commissioners 
can  continue  to  invest  the  funds  without  loss  at  the  rate  of  33/2 
per  cent  compounded  semi-annually.  As  a  result  of  this  examina¬ 
tion,  no  payment  was  made  to  the  municipal  sinking  fund  by  the 
City  during  1931.  The  City  has  made  no  contribution  to  the 
water  fund  since  December  1,  1917.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1931 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Honorable  City  Council: 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  requirements  of  the  City 
Ordinances  I  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Fire 
Department  of  the  City  of  Cambridge  for  the  nine  (9)  months 
period  beginning  April  1,  1931  and  ending  December  31,  1931. 

This  report  contains  the  cost  of  maintenance,  membership, 
condition  of  apparatus,  a  record  of  fires  and  alarms  of  fire,  and 
the  cause  thereof  as  near  as  could  be  ascertained,  the  value  of 
property  at  risk,  the  insurance  thereon,  the  loss  or  damage  sus¬ 
tained,  and  such  other  information  as  may  be  of  interest. 

The  department  answered  five  hundred  and  thirty-five  (535) 
box  alarms,  and  four  hundred  and  sixty-six  (466)  still  or  telephone 
calls,  a  total  of  one  thousand  and  one  (1,001)  alarms  for  the  nine- 
month  period. 

During  the  year  five  (5)  multiple  alarms  of  fire  were  given 
as  follows :  two  (2)  third  alarms  and  three  (3)  second  alarms.

Four  (4)  triple  combination  motor  pumping  engines  of  750-gallon  capacity  per 
minute. 
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Four  (4)  combination  motor  pumping  engines  of  750-gallon  capacity  per  minute. 

Eight  (8)  motor  combination  hose  and  chemical  carriers. 

Three  (3)  seventy-five  (75)  foot  aerial  motor  ladder  trucks. 

One  (1)  eighty-five  (85)  foot  aerial  motor  ladder  truck. 

One  (1)  fully  equipped  floodlight  wagon. 

One  (1)  repair  and  wrecking  truck  fully  equipped  with  tools,  winch  and  hoist, 
and  on  all  multiple  alarms  carries  a  deck  gun. 

One  (1)  automobile  for  chief  of  department. 

One  (1)  automobile  for  deputy  chiefs. 

Ladder  Company  No.  2  and  Ladder  Company  No.  3  are  equipped  with  tower 
pipes. 

APPARATUS  IN  RESERVE 

One  (1)  triple  combination  motor  pumping  engine  of  750-gallon  capacity  per 
minute. 

One  (1)  motor  combination  hose  and  chemical  carrier. 

One  (1)  city  service  motor-driven  ladder  truck  fully  equipped. 

One  (1)  horse-drawn  ladder  truck  fully  equipped. 

One  (1)  horse-drawn  combination  hose  and  chemical  wagon. 

All  repairs  to  the  apparatus  have  been  made  by  the  repair 
division  under  the  supervision  of  the  master  mechanic  of  the 
department,  and  the  apparatus  is  in  good  condition,  with  the 
exception  of  Ladder  No.  1,  which  has  been  in  service  since  January 
8,  1919  and  we  are  having  considerable  trouble  with  it  lately,  and 
it  is  impossible  to  get  rubber  tires  for  this  type  truck,  which  is  a 
motor-driven  two  (2)  wheel  tractor,  seventy-five  (75)  aerial 
ladder  truck,  and  I  would  most  respectfully  recommend  that  an 
appropriation  be  made  to  purchase  a  four  (4)  wheel  tractor  aerial 
ladder  truck  to  take  the  place  of  Ladder  No.  1. 

HOSE 

There  is  now  in  service  and  in  reserve  nineteen  thousand, 
two  hundred  and  fifty  (19,250)  feet  of  two  and  one  half  (23^) 
inch  cotton  rubber  lined  hose,  and  two  thousand,  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-five  (2,825)  feet  of  three  quarter  (^)  inch  rubber 
chemical  hose. 

Ladder  Company  No.  2  has  fifty  (50)  feet  of  three  (3)  inch 
cotton  rubber  lined  hose  for  tower  pipe  connection. 

Ladder  Company  No.  3  has  fifty  (50)  feet  of  three  (3)  inch 
cotton  rubber  lined  hose  for  tower  pipe  connection. 

INSPECTIONS  AND  FIRE  PREVENTION 

This  branch  of  the  department  consisting  of  the  company 
officers  under  the  supervision  of  the  chief  of  department  have 
been  assigned  to  this  work  and  make  inspections  of  their  districts 
twice  a  week,  and  they  have  been  the  means  of  producing  good 
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results  by  their  thorough  inspections  of  dwellings,  apartment 
houses,  manufacturing  plants,  garages,  stores,  etc.  and  instructing 
the  owner  or  occupant  to  keep  their  premises  clear  and  free  of 
all  combustible  rubbish,  etc.,  and  the  keeping  of  all  hallways, 
stairways,  fire  escapes  and  windows  free  of  all  obstructions  that 
might  hinder  the  firemen  in  case  of  fire. 

During  the  nine  (9)  months  past  seven  thousand,  three  hun¬ 
dred  and  eighty-three  (7,383)  inspections  were  made  by  the 
officers,  and  the  reports  of  said  inspections  were  forwarded  to  the 
chief  of  department  where  the  same  are  kept  on  file. 

DRILL  SCHOOL 

The  drill  school  of  the  Cambridge  Fire  Department  was 
operated  from  June  23,  1931  until  November  7,  1931.  The  sessions 
of  the  school  were  held  every  morning  and  every  afternoon  — 
(except  Sundays  and  holidays)  —  for  two  and  one  half  (23/^)  hour 
periods  each  session,  taking  care  of  one  hundred  and  fourteen  (114) 
members. 

During  the  time  that  the  drill  school  was  in  session  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  department  received  instructions  in  the  raising  and  low¬ 
ering  of  ladders,  the  laying,  carrying  and  hoisting  of  lines  of  hose, 
the  use  of  life  lines  and  life  nets,  and  the  use  of  all  appliances 
carried  on  our  apparatus  and  also  instruction  in  the  prone  pres¬ 
sure  method  of  resuscitation,  and  the  use  of  gas  masks,  and  I 
believe  that  the  benefits  derived  from  this  drill  school  is  shown 
in  the  operation  of  the  department  under  actual  working  condi¬ 
tions  today,  and  the  drill  school  will  be  continued  in  operation 
just  as  soon  as  the  weather  permits  so  as  to  instruct  those  members 
who  did  not  attend  the  first  session,  and  will  be  continued  every 
year  for  the  benefit  of  all  new  members  of  the  department. 

FATALITIES 

Mr.  Frank  Gallagher  died  at  the  Cambridge  Relief  Hospital 
on  April  14,  1931  from  the  effect  of  burns  received  at  a  fire  from 
box  242  at  No.  113  Harvard  Street,  where  he  resided  as  a  tenant. 

RECOAIAIENDATIONS 

I  again  renew  my  recommendation  that  I  have  been  making 
from  year  to  year  that  a  suitable  building  be  erected  on  the  land 
owned  by  the  City  of  Cambridge  and  situated  on  Portland  Street, 
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adjoining  the  House  of  Ladder  Company  No.  2,  the  same  to  be 
used  as  a  repair  shop  for  the  Fire  Department  so  that  the  work 
of  repairing  the  fire  apparatus  can  be  properly  done,  as  the  present 
repair  shop  located  in  Engine  No.  5  House,  Inman  Square,  is  alto¬ 
gether  too  small  to  carry  on  the  work  required  for  the  care  and 
repair  of  the  aerial  ladder  trucks  which  are  so  large  and  long  that 
we  have  very  little  room  to  work  on  them,  and  also  all  other 
fire  apparatus  in  the  department;  and  also  that  a  drill  tower  be 
built  in  connection  with  this  building  so  that  all  members  of  the 
Fire  Department  can  be  properly  instructed  and  schooled  in  the 
handling  of  all  equipment  and  appliances  used  by  the  Fire 
Department. 

I  also  renew  my  recommendation  that  land  be  purchased 
and  a  building  erected  thereon  to  take  the  place  of  the  fire  station 
now  located  in  Lafayette  Square,  and  Housing  Engine  No.  2 
and  Ladder  No.  3.  This  station  is  too  large  for  Fire  Department 
purposes  and  the  land  too  valuable  to  be  used  as  a  fire  station  site. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  lot  of  land  at  the  corner  of 
Broadway  and  Sixth  Street  owned  by  the  City  and  formerly  used 
by  the  school  department,  be  turned  over  to  the  Fire  Department 
and  a  fire  station  be  erected  on  said  lot  to  take  the  place  of  Engine 
No.  7  now  located  on  Main  Street  at  the  corner  of  Dock  Street, 
as  this  fire  station  in  its  present  condition  is  not  up  to  date,  and 
in  order  to  make  this  station  suitable  for  Fire  Department  pur¬ 
poses  it  would  cost  a  considerable  amount  of  money.  I  might  also 
add  in  connection  with  my  recommendation  for  said  fire  station 
on  this  lot  at  Broadway  corner  of  Sixth  Street  that  at  some  future 
date  we  will  be  compelled  to  locate  a  ladder  company  in  this 
district. 

CONCLUSION 

I  desire  to  express  my  personal  acknowledgment  to  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  for  his  uniform  courtesy  and  for  the  interest  mani¬ 
fested  by  him  in  all  matters  connected  with  the  Fire  Department. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Fire 
Department  for  the  prompt  and  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty, 
and  also  to  the  electrical,  police  and  water  departments  for  their 
cooperation  and  assistance  during  the  year.

One  hundred  trips  were  made  to  cities  and  towns  outside 
Cambridge.  Included  in  the  total  number  of  cases  handled  by 
this  division  are  61  cases  known  to  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare. 

The  probation  officers  of  the  District  and  Superior  Courts 
paid  over  to  the  City  $1,553.50  toward  the  support  of  families 
where  the  husband  was  committed  to  jail.  One  hundred  and 
ninety  cases  have  been  investigated  in  which  the  domestic  prob¬ 
lems  were  satisfactorily  adjusted  without  bringing  the  cases  to 
the  attention  of  the  courts.  Living  outside  the  State  are  forty 
men  who,  after  corresponding  with  this  division,  have  acknowl¬ 
edged  their  responsibility  and  are  voluntarily  contributing  to  the 
support  of  their  dependents. 

The  courts,  including  judges,  clerks,  and  probation  officers, 
have  cooperated  to  the  fullest  extent,  and  I  wish  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  their  helpfulness.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  SAFETY,  1931 

January  28,  1932.

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1931.  During 
the  summer  of  the  past  year  and  with  the  re-opening  of  schools,  I 
was  unable  to  attend  to  the  supervision  of  the  Safety  Patrol 
organization  and  maintenance.  It  was  therefore  with  a  feeling  of 
profound  gratitude  toward  the  playground  supervisors  and  school-  ‘ 
masters  and  teachers,  when  on  returning  to  duty,  to  receive 
reports  from  the  safety  patrol  leaders  at  the  various  schools, 
assuring  me  that  the  safety  program,  policies  and  principles, 
operating  chiefly  through  the  safety  patrols,  were  functioning 
properly.  At  this  point,  I  wish  to  thank  the  supervisors,  masters 
and  teachers  for  their  encouraging  cooperation  and  good  will  in 
enabling  the  maintenance  of  my  work  in  my  absence. 

Because  of  my  disability,  my  report  must  cover  but  a  very 
short  period.  Somewhat  in  retrospect,  however,  I  want  to  record 
the  visit  to  our  city  of  Mr.  Morgan  T.  Ryan,  the  Registrar  of 
Motor  Vehicles.  On  Saturday  morning,  November  28,  Mr.  Ryan 
was  the  speaker  at  Safety  Rallies  conducted  at  the  Central  Square 
and  Harvard  Theaters.  At  these  twenty-two  minute  moving 
picture  presentations  of  safety  lessons  on  our  highways  for  our 
children,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  moving  picture  industry,  I 
inaugurated  this  novelty  in  the  City  of  Cambridge  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  it  at  fitting  intervals,  coincident  with  the  development  of 
new  ideas  in  pictures  during  the  coming  year.  Mr.  Ryan  inspected 
and  lauded  the  safety  patrols  which  were  on  duty  at  these 
theaters  and  will  be  on  duty  every  Saturday  to  protect  and 
instruct  the  smaller  children  crossing  the  streets  in  the  vicinity  of 
these  theaters.  To  stimulate  and  maintain  the  interest  of  the 
children,  and  especially  of  the  boys,  who  are  doing  such  excellent 
work  in  the  safety  patrols,  the  Cambridge  Chronicle  has  generously 
allotted  a  weekly  column  for  the  publication  of  school  safety 
slogans,  safety  patrol  news  and  a  weekly  acrostic,  which  will  be 
the  safety  slogan  of  a  particular  school  or  a  particular  patrol.  To 
further  this  stimulation,  since  competition  increases  cooperation. 
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I  intend  this  year  to  award  the  patrol  with  the  best  record  a  Safety 
Loving  Cup. 

Mr.  Ryan  heartily  endorsed  the  mimeographed  publications 
of  precautionary  bulletins,  containing  safety  rules  and  slogans. 
These  are  issued  at  fitting  intervals  and  are  familiar  to  all, 
teachers  and  children  alike.  I  have  already  issued  one  since  my 
return  to  active  duty.  Since  trucks  cause  so  many  injuries  to  our 
school  children,  I  also  intend  to  continue  my  habit  of  visiting  the 
various  trucking  concerns  of  our  City  and  caution  them  for  the 
welfare  of  the  children.  This  tends  to  uproot  the  evil  at  its  source 
and  produce  an  active  and  personal  interest  in  them  to  cooperate 
with  us  in  removing  this  element  of  danger  effectively.  I  wish  to 
thank  you  for  the  helpful  suggestions  and  kindnesses  during  the 
past  year.

STATISTICS  OF  THE  PAVEMENTS  LAID  IN  THE  CITY  TO  DECEMBER  31,  1931  ARE  AS  FOLLOWS: 
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CITY  BRIDGES 

The  annual  inspection  of  the  City  bridges  was  made  and  the 
following  is  a  report  of  their  present  condition. 

Wellington  Bridge,  over  Wellington  Brook  at  Blanchard 
Road.  This  bridge  is  in  good  condition  with  the  exception  of  the 
fence,  which  needs  repairing. 

Huron  Avenue  Bridge,  at  Fountain  Terrace.  The  steel  work 
needs  painting,  and  clay  should  be  cleaned  away  from  the  steel 
columns  where  they  rest  on  the  granite  base. 

Huron  Avenue  Bridge,  at  Watertown  branch  (Boston  and 
Maine)  Railroad.  The  bridge  is  in  good  condition.  The  steel  w^ork 
at  the  pedestals  should  be  cleaned  and  painted  and  the  clay  kept 
away  from  them. 

Walden  Street  Bridge,  over  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad 
(Fitchburg  Division).  The  underside  of  the  concrete  floor  of  this 
bridge  needs  patching  in  several  places  where  the  steel  reinforce¬ 
ment  is  exposed.  The  gunite  covering  of  the  main  girders  should 
be  repaired. 

Sixth  Street  Bridge,  over  Broad  Canal.  This  bridge  is  in  good 
condition  with  the  exception  of  the  locks,  which  cannot  be  oper¬ 
ated.  The  four  (4)  dolphins  are  also  in  very  poor  condition  and 
should  be  rebuilt. 

Third  Street  Bridge,  over  Broad  Canal.  This  bridge  is  in  good 
condition.  The  pinion  gear  on  the  northerly  side  is  loose  and  has 
moved  to  one  side  and  should  be  flxed  at  once.  The  dolphins  at 
the  corners  of  the  draw  opening  should  be  renewed. 

First  Street  Bridge,  over  Broad  Canal.  The  draw  of  this 
bridge  was  overhauled  the  past  season  and  thoroughly  repaired 
and  is  now  in  good  condition.  The  rest  of  the  bridge  is  in  fairly 
good  condition.  The  trafflc  gates  are  out  of  commission  and 
should  be  repaired  at  once. 

Commercial  Avenue  Bridge,  over  Lechmere  Canal.  This 
bridge  is  in  good  condition. 

MOSQUITO  SUPPRESSION 

The  mosquito  suppression  work  this  year  was  done  in  con¬ 
junction  with  similar  work  by  the  neighboring  towns  of  Belmont 
and  Watertown,  through  the  medium^  of  the  “Massachusetts 
State  Reclamation  Board”  who  exercised  a  general  supervision

SEWER  CONSTRUCTION 

The  principal  item  of  sewer  construction  has  been  in  con¬ 
tinuing  the  work  on  the  “Sherman  Street  District  Outlet  Sewer,” 
referred  to  in  the  annual  report  for  the  year  1931. 

To  January,  1932,  2,745  feet  of  this  sewer  had  been  con¬ 
structed,  including  the  845  feet  of  open  ditch  construction  leading 
to  Alewife  Brook.  There  remains  about  three  hundred  (300)  feet 
more  of  the  main  trunk  sewer  to  be  constructed  to  connect  it  with 
the  old  trunk  sewer  in  Sherman  Street. 

This  connection  will  greatly  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
drainage  facilities  in  this  westerly  portion  of  the  district.  To 
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obtain  the  full  benefit,  however,  the  new  main  sewer  will  have 
to  be  continued  easterly  to  near  the  junction  of  Richdale  Avenue 
and  Walden  Street,  a  further  distance  of  about  3,000  feet. 

GENERAL  SEWER  CONSTRUCTION 

The  total  length  of  sew^ers  constructed  during  the  year  was 
0.062  miles,  making  a  total  mileage  in  the  City  of  178.075  miles. 
The  total  length  of  streets  newly  sewered  during  the  year  was 
0.08  miles,  making  a  total  mileage  of  streets  sewered  with  one  or 
more  conduits  129.128  miles. 

There  are  111,554  miles  of  combined  sewers  in  the  City, 
46,967  miles  of  sanitary  sewers  and  19.554  miles  of  storm  sewers, 
making  a  total  of  178.075  miles.

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WATER  WORKS 

In  the  report  for  the  year  1930-31,  reference  was  made  to 
the  scanty  rainfall  for  the  year  1930.  This  left  the  reservoirs  badly 
deflated.  On  January  1,  1931,  the  water  in  the  Stony  Brook 
Reservoir  was  11.23  feet  below  high  watermark  —  showing  a 
loss  in  storage  of  244,500,000  gallons,  and  at  the  Hobbs  Brook 
Reservoir  the  water  stood  at  10.96  feet  below  high  watermark, 
showing  a  loss  in  storage  of  1,720,000,000  gallons. 

The  rainfall  for  the  year  1931  was  43.7  inches,  about  the 
average  yearly  amount.  On  January  1,  1932,  the  water  in  the 
Stony  Brook  Reservoir  was  0.05  feet  below  full  reservoir,  showing 
a  loss  of  14,000,000  gallons.  In  storage  and  at  Hobbs  Brook 
Reservoir  the  water  on  January  1,  1932  was  6.52  feet  below  high 
watermark  or  a  loss  of  1,075,000,000  gallons  in  storage  at  that 
time. 

The  continued  low  water  in  the  reservoirs,  as  shown  by  the 
above  figures,  indicated  the  necessity  of  immediate  action  to 
secure  additional  water  to  the  present  supply.  The  report  of  the 
Consultant  Engineers,  Fuller  and  Everett,  suggested  several 
sources  which  might  be  utilized. 

It  was  decided  to  take  up  the  matter  of  increasing  the  pres¬ 
sure  in  the  mains  of  the  easterly  sections  of  the  City  by  enlarging 
some  of  the  important  main  pipes.  Contracts  for  furnishing  the 
pipe  and  laying  the  same  were  made  and  are  now  practically  com¬ 
pleted  (see  two  illustrations  herewith). 

A  total  length  of  23,799  feet  of  pipe  of  sizes  from  30  inches  to 
12  inches  in  diameter  have  been  laid  in  the  City  during  the  year, 
and  this  portion  of  the  work  is  now  practically  completed.  It 
was  next  decided  to  lay  an  auxiliary  pipe  from  the  end  of  the 
present  end  of  the  sixty-inch  concrete  conduit,  which  ends  in  the 
City  of  Waltham  at  the  junction  of  Clark  and  River  Streets,  and 
carry  an  additional  36-inch  pipe  from  Clark  Street  through,  the 
City  of  Waltham  to  near  the  dam  at  Stony  Brook,  a  length  of 
about  13,000  lineal  feet.  This  new  36-inch  pipe  is  laid  generally 
near  and  parallel  with  the  old  30-inch  pipe  laid  in  1884,  this  mak¬ 
ing  two  pipe  conduits  from  Clark  Street  to  the  Stony  Brook  Dam 
and  Reservoir. 

The  contract  for  laying  this  pipe  and  fittings  was  made  on

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These  figures  are  given  only  as  approximates,  as  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  accurately  estimate  the  actual  yardage  on  account 
of  the  different  materials  mixed  in  the  loads. 

In  June  of  this  year,  all  of  the  horse-drawn  equipment  and 
the  last  nine  horses  were  sold  off  at  public  auction,  and  motor 
equipment  purchased  to  replace  them,  so  that  the  department  is 
now  completely  motorized. 

As  much  as  possible  of  the  burnable  material  was  consumed 
in  the  old  incinerator  at  the  Raymond  Street  Yard  and  more  of  it 
burned  in  the  open.  The  remainder  has  been  dumped  in  city- 
owned  land  at  Cofran’s  Pit.  This  is,  however,  filling  up  rapidly 
and  a  serious  problem  will  soon  arise  to  secure  suitable  areas  for 
further  dumping,  and  I  strongly  urge  this  question  be  given 
consideration. 

The  incinerator  at  Raymond  Street  has  been  relined,  but  the 
building  itself  and  the  furnace  are  in  bad  repair,  and  the  plant  is 
the  occasion  of  much  complaint. 

I  propose  to  redraft  the  present  routes  early  in  the  spring 
with  the  idea  of  equalizing  the  amounts  collected  each  day,  as  the 
present  routing  is  now  badly  out  of  proportion. 

Some  of  the  older  motor  trucks  are  beginning  to  depreciate  to 
such  an  extent  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  replace  them  very  soon.

This  collection  has  been  disposed  of  as  usual  to  hog  farmers 
and  the  cash  receipts  for  the  period  were  $11,972.  It  was  found 
necessary  early  in  the  year  to  reduce  the  price  to  fifty  cents  per 
cord  foot  in  order  to  sell  the  material.  Up  to  now  there  has  been 
no  difficulty  in  disposing  of  it,  although  business  and  market  con- 
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ditions  are  at  low  levels.  We  now  have  four  new  trucks  which  can 
be  used  for  this  collection  in  peak  load  periods  or  used  in  general 
service. 

It  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  not  only  is  the  business  of  rais¬ 
ing  hogs  about  here  subject  to  keen  competition  and  low  prices, 
but  there  is  steady  objection  to  plants  being  operated  in  the 
nearby  towns,  and  at  some  future  time  it  will  be  necessary  to 
provide  modern  incineration  to  dispose  of  this  material,  as  I  feel 
that  the  sale  of  it  will  be  difficult  if  not  impossible.  In  the  event 
of  a  general  survey  of  the  disposal  of  municipal  wastes,  this  should 
be  given  careful  consideration. 

The  stable  at  Raymond  Street  was  altered  to  allow  the 
storage  of  the  new  trucks,  but  lack  of  funds  to  properly  rebuild 
this  plant  still  leaves  much  to  be  done  to  house  the  equipment. 
I  feel  that  this  plant  could  be  rebuilt  entirely,  utilizing  much  of 
the  present  building,  and  additions  made  so  that  the  entire  Street 
Department  equipment  could  be  centralized  at  one  point.  The 
land  and  buildings  at  Hampshire  Street  could  be  sold,  and  I  shall 
recommend  that  this  matter  be  given  the  attention  of  the  Mayor 
and  Council  this  next  year.  Modern  shops,  garages  and  storage 
should  be  built  on  this  land  at  Raymond  Street  and  economies 
effected  by  eliminating  the  expenses  of  maintaining  several  build¬ 
ings  as  at  present. 

The  department  has  kept  the  traffic  devices  in  repair  and  has 
cooperated  with  the  local  and  state  authorities  in  the  regulation 
of  motor  traffic. 

The  counterweight  at  First  Street  Bridge  developed  a  bad 
weave  in  the  fall  and  it  was  necessary  to  strengthen  the  steel 
uprights  and  hold  them  rigid  with  steel  bracings  bolted  through 
the  floor.  The  ordinary  repairs  to  other  bridges  were  made  and 
generally  they  are  in  good  condition. 

The  section  patrol  was  maintained  throughout  the  period, 
with  machine  brooms  cleaning  the  city  by  routes. 

The  drawhouses  at  both  First  and  Commercial  Avenue 
bridges  were  rebuilt  and  provided  with  toilet  facilities  by  our 
own  force.

The  above  amounts  were  expended  in  repairing  the  granite 
blocks  where  the  new  water  pipes  were  laid  during  the  summer 
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and  the  amounts  refunded  to  the  Street  Department.  The  rest  of 
the  trench  will  be  allowed  to  settle  for  the  winter  and  temporarily 
covered  and  the  job  will  be  finished  in  the  spring. 

IN  GENERAL 

The  department  has  had  the  biggest  year  in  its  history  and  a 
great  amount  of  street  construction  has  been  done.  The  largest 
number  of  temporary  employees  ever  put  on  were  given  work  up 
to  the  first  of  December  in  an  effort  to  relieve  the  unemployment 
situation. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Now  that  the  department  is  completely  motorized,  I  am 
again  bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
the  proposition  of  consolidating  the  department’s  facilities  at  the 
Raymond  Street  Yard.  There  is  ample  room  there  to  accom¬ 
modate  all  of  the  motor  equipment,  shops  and  garages  by  adding 
to  the  present  buildings  and  I  believe  that  worth-while  economies 
could  be  effected  if  this  were  done.  I  recommend  that  the  property 
at  Hampshire  and  Norfolk  Streets  be  abandoned  and  sold  in  order 
that  it  may  be  developed  into  taxable  property. 

The  most  urgent  need  in  this  department  at  the  present  is  a 
new  modern  incinerator.  The  only  place  we  now  have  to  burn 
combustible  refuse  is  at  Raymond  Street  and  was  only  a  make¬ 
shift  when  built  years  ago  and  due  to  several  fires  and  general 
depreciation  of  the  building  and  furnace  it  has  reached  a  state 
that  it  should  be  torn  down.  With  dumping  places  becoming 
more  difficult  to  obtain  and  the  danger  and  nuisance  from  dump 
fires,  something  should  be  done  immediately  toward  building  a 
modem  plant  for  the  destruction  of  our  light  refuse.  It  is  a  known 
fact  that  plants  of  this  character  can  be  operated  with  no  annoy¬ 
ing  features  such  as  odor  or  smoke. 

This  is  a  subject  which  should  be  given  considerable  study  as 
I  feel  that  at  some  time  in  the  near  future  it  may  be  necessary  to 
consume  the  house  offal  by  incineration.  Hog  raising  in  this  sec¬ 
tion  is  becoming  more  and  more  difficult  on  account  of  the  nui¬ 
sance  created  in  the  neighborhood  of  their  plants  and  a  growing 
tendency  to  eliminate  stock  raised  by  swill  feeding.  If  such  a 
condition  should  come  to  pass  in  this  city,  we  should  be  placed  in 
a  most  serious  situation  to  dispose  of  our  offal. 
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The  city-owned  land  on  Concord  Avenue  known  as  Cofran’s 
Pit  is  fast  being  filled  in  and  I  fear  that  it  will  not  last  another 
year.  Some  provision  for  dumping  the  ashes  and  material  that 
cannot  be  burned  must  be  made  and  I  recommend  that  this 
matter  also  be  given  consideration. 

I  desire  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
and  cooperation  which  has  been  accorded  by  the  City  Council 
and  the  Mayor  together  with  the  personnel  of  the  department 
generally  who  have  generously  contributed  to  the  fund  for  the 
unemployed.

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It  will  be  noted  that  the  cases  of  occupancy  and  use,  use  of 
premises  and  garages  together  number  thirty-five,  or  nearly  half 
of  the  total,  and  nearly  all  these  cases  have  had  to  do  either  with 
oil  or  gasoline  storage,  open-air  parking  or  garages.  When  it  is 
remembered  that  according  to  the  decision  of  the  courts  the  adver¬ 
tising  of  cases  to  come  before  the  Board  must  be  paid  for  by  the 
City,  as  well  as  the  notification  to  the  abutters,  it  will  be  seen  that 
every  hearing  involves  considerable  expense  to  the  City,  which 
might  very  easily  be  saved  if  the  cases  previously  referred  to  were 
fully  provided  for  under  the  ordinance,  which  they  are  not  at 
present.  The  Board  has  felt  for  sometime  that  in  the  matter  of 
filling  stations,  there  should  be  extreme  care  exercised  in  granting 
new  locations,  having  in  view  the  number  which  are  already  in 
existence,  which  appear  to  fulfill  every  public  requirement. 

In  regard  to  the  storage  of  fuel  oil,  the  Board  feels  that  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  ought  to  be  made  much  more  liberal 
than  they  are  now,  as  many  plants  require  more  than  3,000 
gallons  capacity,  which  is  the  limit  for  them  now  under  the  exist¬ 
ing  ordinance.  We  see  no  reason  why  there  should  be  any  limit  at 
all  in  the  storage  of  fuel  oil  in  connection  with  an  established 
business  and  for  its  own  use,  as  the  installation  and  location  of 
fuel  oil  tanks  is  already  very  carefully  provided  for  by  the  State 
and  by  the  local  ordinances. 

In  regard  to  the  storage  of  gasoline,  we  find  that  there  are 
now  three  grades  of  gasoline  on  the  market  and  the  present 
capacity  of  3,000  gallons  in  one  installation  does  not  seem  to  be 
sufficient  to  take  care  of  the  demand  in  many  cases.  It  will  be 
well  to  increase  this  limit  to  4,000  gallons,  in  our  opinion.  In 
regard  to  private  garages,  we  feel  that  the  matter  should  be  given 
careful  consideration.  The  present  limit  of  two  cars  for  one 
property  is  all  right  for  small  lots,  but  where  the  lots  are  large  and 
houses  separated  considerably,  we  feel  that  there  should  be  greater 
accommodation  allowed,  provided  such  accommodation  is  for  the 
benefit  of  the  owners  of  the  property. 

And  again,  we  find  in  many  cases  that  parties  ask  for  more 
than  two-car  accommodations  with  the  idea  of  renting  one  or  two 
to  reduce  their  expense.  This  is  a  perfectly  legitimate  procedure, 
but  we  feel  it  should  be  regularized  by  ordinance  and  not  left  to  be 
settled  by  the  Board  of  Appeal.  We,  therefore,  urge  that  an 
attempt  be  made  to  formulate  some  ordinance  which  will  take 
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care  of  this  matter  with  fairness  both  to  the  community  and  to 
individual  interests.  We  feel  the  present  ordinance  accomplishes 
neither  of  these  results. 

The  statutes  at  present  give  the  Board  of  Appeal  jurisdiction 
on  cases  involving  premises  aside  from  questions  in  which  are 
merely  involved  building  construction.  It  would  seem  to  the 
Board  that  it  might  be  advisable  to  carry  this  farther  and  to 
control  or  pass  upon  the  desirability  of  advertising  to  such  limits 
as  would  not  interfere  with  the  rights  of  the  neighborhood. 

There  is  also  now  no  restriction  on  the  removal  of  loam,  sand 
and  gravel  or  clay  from  the  premises  and  it  is  within  the  power 
of  the  individual  owner  to  utterly  ruin  a  neighborhood  by  exer¬ 
cising  what  are  now  considered  to  be  his  rights.  It  would  seem 
as  if  properly  this  factor  could  be  taken  care  of  by  proper  ordi¬ 
nances  with  appeal  power  to  some  Board. 

The  drafting  of  ordinances  to  cover  the  points  we  have  re¬ 
ferred  to  in  this  report  would  require  considerable  thought  and 
care.  If  the  desirability  of  this  action  appeals  to  Your  Honor, 
the  Board  of  Appeal  would  be  very  glad  to  submit  to  you  a  ten¬ 
tative  draft  of  ordinance  covering  these  points  and  would  consider 
them  in  conjunction  with  the  Planning  Board,  or  other  Board 
which  would  be  interested  in  the  question. 

We  would  again  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  Board  as  at  present  constituted  includes  two  members 
whose  term  expired  long  ago  and  who  are  merely  holding  office 
until  their  successors  are  appointed,  and  a  third,  Mr.  Parker  F. 
Soule,  who  has  been  appointed,  from  time  to  time,  to  fill  the 
vacancy  on  the  Board.

GENERAL  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PARKS 

Cambridge,  December  31,  1931, 

To  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners: 

The  report  of  the  General  Superintendent  of  Parks  for  the 
period  April  1,  1931  through  December  31,  1931  is  submitted  for 
your  information  and  consideration. 

CAMBRIDGE  FIELD  AND  SHELTER 

The  building  on  this  field  was  erected  over  forty  years  ago 
and  each  year  it  is,  of  course,  necessary  to  make  various  repairs. 
A  new  section  was  installed  in  the  hot  water  heater  in  the  building. 
During  the  past  year  it  became  necessary  to  close  the  building  for 
two  days  on  account  of  the  eight-inch  main  sewer  pipe  becoming 
clogged.  After  considerable  work  the  obstruction  was  located  and 
repairs  made.  Needed  repairs  were  also  made  in  the  men’s  and 
women’s  lavatories. 

Eight  dead  trees  were  removed,  four  trees  trimmed,  and  all 
the  trees  and  shrubs  sprayed  and  given  general  care  on  the  field. 
New  halyards  were  put  on  the  flagpole.  One  new  dry  marker  was 
purchased.  The  field  was  oiled  once,  rolled  several  times  during 
the  season,  and  marked  with  lime  for  the  various  sports.  The 
swings  were  repaired  and  general  care  given  to  the  grass.  The 
receipts  from  use  of  baths  was  $520.90. 

CAMBRIDGE  COMMON 

The  most  important  work  accomplished  here  during  this 
period  was  the  planting  of  a  scion  of  the  old  Washington  Elm  on 
Monday,  April  20,  1931,  inasmuch  as  Patriots  Day,  April  19, 
came  on  Sunday.  This  scion  was  presented  by  Mr.  M,  Lyle 
Spencer,  President  of  the  University  of  Washington,  Seattle, 
Washington,  following  this  department’s  acceptance  of  their 
gracious  offer  to  reciprocate  a  favor  granted  them  by  our  Park 
Commissioners  over  thirty  years  ago,  at  which  time  permission 
was  given  to  a  graduate  student  from  the  University  of  Washing¬ 
ton  to  layer  a  twig  of  the  old  Washington  Elm  and  thereby  propa¬ 
gate  a  scion  for  the  campus  of  their  university.  This  scion  thrived 
beautifully  and  is  now  a  handsome  tree  some  forty  feet  high. 


SCION  OF  WASHINGTON  ELM,  CAMPUS,  UNIVERSITY  OF  WASHINGTON 
From  which  was  propagated  scion  presented  to  City;  and  scion  baled  preparatory  to  shipping  to  Cambridge. 
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From  this  scion  a  second  scion  was  propagated  by  Mr.  L.  Metzger 
and  presented  by  Mr.  Speneer  to  the  City  of  Cambridge ;  a  seion 
sixteen  feet  high  and  three  inehes  in  diameter,  with  a  mass  of 
roots  that  promise  well  for  good  growth. 

After  the  planting  of  the  tree,  the  Park  Commissioners  pre¬ 
sented  President  Speneer  with  a  pair  of  bookends  made  from  the 
wood  of  the  original  tree,  inseribed  on  sterling  silver  plates  as 
follows : 


“A  REPLICA  OF  AND  MADE  FROM 
THE  WASHINGTON  ELM 
PRESENTED  TO  M.  LYLE  SPENCER 
APRIL  20,  1931 

BY  BOARD  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS

His  Honor  the  Mayor  presented  President  Speneer  with  a 
framed  pieture  of  the  Washington  Elm  as  it  looked  in  1904,  bear¬ 
ing  the  following  engraved  inseription :

1713-1923 

SHOWING  TREE  IN  1904 
PRESENTED  TO  M.  LYLE  SPENCER,

MAYOR  OF  CAMBRIDGE,  APRIL  20,  1931.” 

In  addition  to  the  usual  care  given  to  the  grounds,  eight  trees 
were  removed,  twenty  new  trees  planted  and  forty-seven  trees 
trimmed. 


RINDGE  FIELD  AND  SHELTER 

The  building  on  this  field  is  patronized  more  extensively  by 
the  general  publie  than  any  other  building  whieh  eomes  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Park  Department.  The  basketball  court  is  in 
constant  use  from  1  p.m.  until  10  p.m.  during  winter  months. 
In  the  summer  and  fall  months  the  showers  are  eontinually  in 
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demand.  The  receipts  from  the  showers  for  the  past  nine  months 
amounted  to  $1,271.75,  and  I  am  advised  by  the  men  in  charge 
that  there  are  just  as  many  more  people  using  these  showers  who 
provide  their  own  soap  and  towels.  The  School  Department  used 
the  showers  for  five  weeks  during  summer  school  periods  for  their 
pupils,  from  which  this  department  realized  $231.40. 

The  fence  which  had  been  removed  by  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  at  the  Fresh  Pond  lawn  tennis  courts  when 
driveway  was  built,  was  reset  around  the  tennis  court  here.  For 
this  work  it  was  necessary  to  purchase  some  additional  wire  and 
clasps.  This  is  a  big  improvement  over  the  old  court,  which  was  in 
a  decidedly  dilapidated  condition.  The  bleachers  were  repaired, 
new  halyards  installed  on  the  flagpole  and  the  pole  painted.  One 
dry  marker  was  purchased. 

RUSSELL  FIELD  AND  SHELTER 

In  December  the  men  from  the  Unemployment  Committee 
started  excavation  for  a  second  hockey  rink,  the  idea  being  that 
this  rink  would  be  for  the  general  public,  thereby  reserving  the 
rink  built  last  year  for  the  school  teams.  However,  before  this 
work  was  completed  the  men  were  transferred  to  build  a  new  golf 
course  at  Fresh  Pond.  The  Park  Department  erected  boards 
around  the  rink  which  was  erected  last  year  and  at  this  writing  we 
are  waiting  for  cold  weather  so  that  the  school  boys  can  enjoy 
skating  here. 

The  usual  care  was  given  the  buildings  and  grounds  during 
the  season.  The  grass  was  cut,  the  track  rolled  several  times  and 
slight  repairs  made  in  the  plumbing  system  and  in  the  buildings 
generally.  The  decaying  of  the  wood  in  the  bleachers  required  the 
purchase  of  three  thousand  feet  of  spruce  to  make  such  repairs 
as  were  necessary  to  insure  safety. 

WARD  TEN  PLAYGROUND 

A  fence  on  the  westerly  side  was  erected  by  the  men  of  the 
department.  The  material  for  same  was  purchased  when  the 
other  portions  of  this  fence  were  erected  and  was  kept  on  hand 
for  this  purpose.  The  field  is  now  entirely  enclosed.  Two  one 
thousand-watt  flood-lights  were  placed  on  poles  which  connect 
with  underground  wires,  to  light  the  field  evenings.  A  time-clock

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was  installed  in  order  to  restrict  the  lighting  of  the  field  to  certain 
hours. 

The  surface  of  the  field  is  in  very  poor  condition  and  should 
be  given  attention,  as  it  is  almost  impossible  to  conduct  either 
baseball  or  football  games  on  account  of  the  large  holes.  Appro¬ 
priation  for  this  work  has  previously  been  requested  but  not 
granted  to  date.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  forthcoming  during 
this  year. 

CORPORAL  RAYMOND  BURNS  FIELD  AND  SHELTER 

It  was  necessary  to  rebuild  the  fire  box  in  the  heater  as  the 
old  bricks  were  burned  out  from  the  extreme  heat  of  the  fuel  oil. 
The  heater  here  has  given  more  or  less  trouble  for  the  past  two 
years  and  should  be  replaced.  Slight  repairs  were  made  in  the 
building.  A  number  of  panes  of  glass  in  the  windows  were  broken, 
undoubtedly  by  boys  who  use  the  playground.  Repairs  were  also 
necessary  on  the  lighting  system.  The  receipts  from  use  of  shower 
baths  by  public  were  $380.25. 

The  children  from  the  Houghton  School  used  the  shower 
baths  five  weeks  during  vacation  under  the  supervision  of  the 
School  Department,  and  the  department  received  $65.90  through 
this  use.  The  field  was  cleaned  and  rolled,  the  swings  and  slides 
repaired. 

LONGFELLOW  PARK 

There  was  a  stoppage  in  the  six-inch  drain  pipe  carrying 
water  from  the  lawn.  After  considerable  digging  this  was  located 
under  the  edgestone  at  Mt.  Auburn  Street  and  was  caused  by  the 
roots  of  a  large  elm  tree  growing  close  by.  The  men  of  the  Sewer 
Department  were  called  upon  to  make  the  repairs  on  the  pipe  at  a 
cost  of  eighty  dollars  while  the  men  of  this  department  did  the 
digging  and  refilling. 

The  park  received  the  usual  care,  one  man  being  constantly 
employed.  The  roadway  in  the  park  is  badly  worn  and  should  be 
rebuilt  this  coming  season. 

RUSSELL  E.  HOYT  FIELD  AND  SHELTER 

The  usual  work  of  maintenance  was  carried  on  during  the 
season.  The  field  was  oiled  and  rolled,  bleachers  and  swings  were 
repaired,  new  halyards  placed  on  fiagpole  and  minor  plumbing 
repairs  made  in  the  building. 
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This  building  is  used  considerably  during  the  basketball  and 
baseball  seasons  and  many  repairs  are  constantly  needed.  The 
wooden  partition  in  the  men’s  lavatory  is  decayed  and  should  be 
replaced.  The  same  condition  also  exists  in  the  women’s  lavatory. 
The  doors  on  the  toilets  are  broken  and  should  be  replaced  with 
rubber  curtains.  The  conductors  and  gutters  need  immediate 
attention.  The  receipts  from  use  of  baths  by  public  amounted  to 
$551. 

JOHN  J.  AHERN  FIELD 

No  new  improvements  were  made  here  during  the  past 
season.  The  usual  work  of  maintenance  was  carried  on,  repairing  | 
of  the  bleachers  and  swings,  some  slight  repairs  in  the  lighting  | 
y  stem,  and  the  field  rolled  and  oiled.  | 

BROADWAY  COMMON 

These  grounds  received  the  usual  care.  The  shrubbery  beds 
were  spaded,  shrubs  trimmed  and  what  little  grass  is  left  here 
was  cut.  New  halyards  were  installed  on  the  flagpole.

FRESH  POND  PLAYGROUND 

The  usual  work  was  carried  on  at  this  location.  One  man  was 
employed  constantly  during  the  summer  months  cutting  the  grass, 
etc.  The  field  was  rolled  and  marked  for  the  various  sports, 
swings  were  repaired  and  toboggan  shutes  installed  and  lighted. 

GERRY’S  LANDING 

The  department  borrowed  two  voting  booths  from  the  Elec¬ 
tion  Commission  and  set  them  up  to  be  used  as  bathhouses,  but  | 
as  previously  stated,  this  arrangement  is  not  a  satisfactory  one  in  j 
view  of  lack  of  sanitary  accommodations.  I

ELM  STREET  PLAYGROUND 

This  small  area  was  cleaned  and  rolled.  Swings  and  slides 
were  erected.  i 

LOWELL  SCHOOL  YARD 

The  grounds  at  this  location  were  raked  and  rolled  and  the 
swings  repaired. 


TENNIS  COURTS,  RINDGE  FIELD 
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CITY  HALL  GROUNDS 

The  lawns  were  all  spaded,  graded  and  seeded  by  the  men 
from  the  Unemployment  Committee.  The  seed  required  was  paid 
for  by  the  Unemployment  Committee,  inasmuch  as  no  appropria¬ 
tion  was  granted  for  this  work.  The  men  of  this  department  cared 
for  it  generally  during  the  remainder  of  the  season. 

FORT  WASHINGTON 

Conditions  here  have  not  improved  since  my  last  report,  at 
which  time  it  was  called  to  your  attention  that  it  was  practically 
impossible  to  keep  the  fort  in  any  kind  of  a  presentable  shape.  A 
section  of  the  fence  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  fort  has  been 
broken  by  trucks  or  teams,  the  fence  pickets  also  have  been 
broken  and  the  halyards  cut.  New  halyards  were  twice  replaced, 
and  the  fence  will  be  repaired  when  funds  are  available. 

DANA,  HASTINGS  AND  WINTHROP  SQUARES 

The  above  squares  received  the  usual  care.  The  grass  was 
cut,  shrubs  trimmed  and  the  grounds  in  general  kept  in  fairly 
good  condition.  A  more  powerful  bulb  was  set  on  the  electric  light 
pole  at  Hastings  Square. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY  GROUNDS 

The  concrete  driveway  on  the  Trowbridge  Street  entrance 
was  in  poor  condition.  About  two-thirds  of  it  was  rebuilt  by  the 
Street  Department,  leaving  about  six  hundred  feet  to  be  com¬ 
pleted.  In  this  connection  I  might  state  that  the  Street  Depart¬ 
ment  was  under  the  impression  that  there  was  sufficient  money  in 
this  department  to  pay  for  the  work,  and  when  they  learned  that 
the  Park  Department  had  been  granted  no  appropriation  for  same 
they  refused  to  continue.  It  would  seem  advisable  to  rebuild  the 
comparatively  small  area  left.  The  usual  care  was  given  to  the 
grounds  and  shrubs. 

I  TREE  PESTS 

► 

?  It  is  with  regret  that  I  am  obliged  to  advise  that  conditions 
j  in  connection  with  the  oriental  hag  moth  have  not  improved  since 
I  my  report  of  last  year,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  every  means 
I  in  my  possession  have  been  exhausted  to  keep  it  under  control. 
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Inasmuch  as  the  appropriation  for  this  work  is  limited,  it  is 
possible  to  give  only  one  thorough  spraying  within  a  season  and 
while  in  the  past  this  has  been  done  in  the  spring,  it  is  now  pro¬ 
posed  to  do  it  in  August,  as  it  is  apparently  a  better  time  for  this 
particular  insect.  Of  course  the  ideal  method  to  attempt  to  over¬ 
come  this  increasingly  troublesome  difficulty  would  be  to  give  two 
thorough  sprayings,  one  in  the  spring  and  another  in  August.  If 
the  appropriation  could  allow  of  this  procedure,  I  am  of  the  opin¬ 
ion  that  at  least  some  headway  might  be  gained  and,  looking  into 
the  future,  it  would  appear  to  be  well  worth  the  experiment. 

Both  the  brown  tail  and  gypsy  moths  are  well  under  control, 
inasmuch  as  cutting  the  webs  of  the  brown  tail  off  the  trees  and 
painting  with  creosote  the  nests  of  the  gypsy  moths  takes  care  of 
this  condition  satisfactorily.  Considerable  trouble  was  caused  by 
the  satin  and  tussock  moths  during  the  hatching  season. 

SHADE  TREES 

Results  of  efforts  put  forth  in  an  endeavor  to  promote  the  life 
and  growth  of  our  shade  trees  have  been  most  encouraging  during  j : 
the  past  nine  months.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  never  before  have  we  jl 
secured  better  results  from  trimming,  pruning,  etc.,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  progress  made  in  removing  dead  and  dangerous  trees.  There 
were  252  Norway  maples  planted;  187  dead  and  dangerous  trees 
removed;  508  trees  trimmed. 


MISCELLANEOUS

REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  RECREATION 

To  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners: 

The  report  herewith  submitted  is  the  ninth  report  of  the 
Recreation  Division.  It  covers  the  nine  months  period  from 
April  1,  1931  to  December  31,  1931.  Because  of  the  shorter  period 
involved,  but  brief  comment  can  be  made  on  some  of  the  depart¬ 
mental  activities,  inasmuch  as  the  three  months  of  the  calendar 
year  which  are  omitted  from  the  current  report  constitute  the 
season  when  the  winter  activities  of  the  department  are  most 
flourishing. 

Although  the  general  economic  conditions  and  the  resultant 
necessity  for  curtailment  of  municipal  expenditures  has  made  it 
impossible  to  add  to  the  facilities  of  the  department  during  the 
past  nine  months,  efforts  have  been  concentrated  on  obtaining  a 
maximum  use  of  existing  facilities. 

On  the  playgrounds  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the 
attendance  of  older  girls  and  boys,  necessitating  the  altering  of 
playground  programs  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  youthful  group, 
which,  because  of  the  economic  situation,  has  been  added  to  the 
number  of  those  without  employment.  An  increased  patronage 
has  been  noted  also  in  the  program  of  adult  activities.  This  larger 
attendance  which  is  undoubtedly  due  in  part  at  least  to  the  unem¬ 
ployment  situation  is  most  significant.  For  if  the  premise  that 
recreation  programs  provide  means  for  a  profitable  use  of  leisure 
time  is  fundamentally  sound,  there  is  a  gleam  of  optimism  in  the 
realization  that  many  of  those  whose  period  of  leisure  is  enforced 
are  making  use  of  the  municipal  recreational  facilities.  Further¬ 
more,  it  appears  logical  that  the  development  of  cultural  or 
athletic  interest,  or  both,  should  be  beneficial  to  the  individual 
and  to  the  community,  particularly  when  the  individual  has  a 
surplus  of  leisure  time  at  his  disposal  and  is  in  the  character¬ 
forming  period  of  life.  Thus  it  may  well  be  deduced  that  the 
expenditures  for  municipal  recreation  constitute  a  premium  which 
is  paid  for  what  may  be  termed  social  insurance. 

PLAYGROUNDS 

Nineteen  playgrounds  were  supervised  during  the  peak  of  the 
playground  season  this  year.  Three  of  this  number,  the  John  P. 
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Squire  playground,  the  Granite  Street  playground,  and  the  Buck¬ 
ingham  School  Field,  as  in  other  seasons  were  supervised  through 
the  cooperation  of  the  owners  of  the  respective  areas,  these  three 
grounds  not  being  in  the  control  of  the  city. 

In  addition  to  the  local  programs  conducted  on  each  of  the 
grounds,  the  usual  provision  was  made  for  special  supervision  for 
such  undertakings  as  handwork,  dramatics,  music  and  dancing. 
Leagues  were  organized  among  all  of  the  grounds  in  the  city  and 
inter-playground  competition  promoted  in  baseball,  bat  ball, 
playground  ball,  and  other  games.  Track  meets  and  tournaments 
in  paddle  tennis  and  quoits  were  likewise  conducted  as  usual. 

Eleven  of  the  larger  grounds  were  under  supervision  during 
the  spring  and  fall  season  after  school  hours,  on  Saturdays,  Sun¬ 
days  and  during  the  school  vacation  periods.  The  athletic  fields 
were  supervised  also  on  Sunday  afternoons  and  week-day  evenings 
throughout  the  daylight  saving  period  of  the  year. 

All  of  the  athletic  fields  in  the  city  were  used  extensively  for 
adult  teams  under  the  permit  system  from  April  to  December. 
One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  of  the  department  is  to  provide 
accommodation  for  the  number  of  teams  in  the  city  seeking  use  of 
our  baseball,  football  and  soccer  areas.  Inasmuch  as  Cambridge, 
considering  the  size  of  its  population,  does  not  possess  a  sufficient 
number  of  areas  of  this  type,  and  since  the  available  sites  for 
athletic  fields  are  but  few,  it  is  reasonable  to  suggest  that  the  city 
should  add  at  least  one  more  spacious  area  to  its  list  of  play¬ 
grounds.  In  this  connection  may  I  recommend  that  the  Board 
keep  in  mind  the  opportunity  of  utilizing  for  this  purpose  the  site 
at  the  so-called  Cofran’s  Pit.  The  three  districts  of  the  city  which 
are  in  most  need  of  play  areas  are  those  which  center  about  the 
new  Longfellow  School,  the  old  Boardman  School  and  the  Agassiz 
School.  When  the  finances  of  the  city  so  permit,  effort  should  be 
exerted  to  procure  playground  sites,  for  the  accommodation  of 
small  children,  at  least,  in  the  districts  mentioned. 

RECREATION  CENTERS 

The  indoor  winter  program  of  the  department  conducted  in 
the  recreation  buildings  and  some  of  the  school  buildings  is  now 
so  well  established  that  no  arguments  are  necessary  for  the  con¬ 
tinuance  of  this  portion  of  the  city’s  recreation  program.  The 
patronage  obtained  at  the  seven  centers  which  have  been  in  ses- 
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sion  for  the  first  two  months  of  |this  winter  season  justifies  the 
expenditures  made  for  the  supervision  of  these  units.  The  athletic, 
cultural  and  social  programs  which  are  being  conducted  three 
evenings  each  week  are  well  patronized,  the  noticeable  feature 
this  season  being  the  increased  attendance  of  older  persons. 

As  I  have  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  there  is  need  for 
additional  indoor  facilities  of  this  kind  in  other  sections  of  the 
city,  particularly  in  the  neighborhood  of  Cambridge  Field  and  in 
the  Mt.  Auburn  section.  If  the  present  rate  of  increase  of  patro- 
age  continues,  it  will  soon  be  necessary  to  utilize  more  fully  the 
existing  centers.  The  growth  of  basket  ball  leagues,  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  activities  provided  for  women,  and  the  other 
complexities  of  administering  the  recreation  center  program  will 
soon  warrant  devoting  additional  nights  each  week  to  this 
program. 

BATHING 

The  beaches  at  Gerry’s  Landing  and  Jerry’s  Pit  were  again 
maintained  as  municipal  bathing  places  during  the  summer  of  1931. 
In  conformity  with  my  observances  concerning  these  two  places 
in  previous  reports,  I  beg  to  reiterate  that  both  of  them  are  far 
from  satisfactory  from  the  standpoint  of  bathing  accommodations. 
Since  neither  place  is  wholly  in  the  control  of  the  city,  there  are 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  securing  suitable  bathhouses  and  sanita¬ 
tion  for  the  thousands  who  patronize  them  during  the  warm 
weather.  I  urge,  therefore,  that  if  we  are  to  continue  to  maintain 
these  two  beaches,  some  improvement  be  made  in  the  conditions 
pertaining  to  them. 

The  two  wading  pools  at  Cambridge  Field  and  the  John  J. 
Ahem  playground  were  used  during  the  warm  season,  but  the 
hydrant  sprinklers  which  had  been  used  in  previous  years  through¬ 
out  the  city  were  not  operated  last  summer  because  of  the  need  for 
conserving  the  municipal  water  supply.  I  hope  that  in  planning 
for  additional  facilities  on  our  playgrounds,  we  can  gradually 
increase  the  number  of  small  wading  pools  on  our  playground 
areas. 


WINTER  SPORTS 

The  unusual  weather  conditions  which  have  prevailed  thus 
far  this  winter  have  prevented  the  enjoyment  of  any  type  of 
winter  sports  up  to  the  time  of  submitting  this  report.  If  the 
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weather  conditions  permit,  the  usual  supervision  will  be  main¬ 
tained  at  the  toboggan  slides  and  skating  places  throughout  the 
city. 

I  am  of  the  firm  opinion  that  the  provisions  made  for  chil¬ 
dren’s  coasting  in  this  city  are  inadequate  and  that  because  of 
the  need  for  insuring  the  safety  of  the  children,  a  better  plan  for 
the  supervision  of  the  coasting  places  should  be  evolved. 

OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

The  garden  plot  at  Mt.  Auburn  and  Willard  Streets,  through 
the  cooperation  of  the  officers  of  the  Cambridge  Skating  Club, 
which  organization  now  owns  this  area,  was  again  used  by  a  group 
of  children  from  that  vicinity.  This  undertaking  which  requires 
but  a  minimum  of  supervision  is  manifestly  worth  while,  both 
because  of  the  intrinsic  value  of  getting  the  children  accustomed 
to  work  with  and  appreciate  the  forces  of  nature,  and  also  from 
the  results  obtained  from  the  venture.  For  several  seasons  now 
the  children’s  garden  group  organized  in  this  department  has  been 
awarded  the  annual  prize  offered  by  the  Massachusetts  Horti¬ 
cultural  Society  for  the  best  exhibit  of  vegetables  and  flowers 
among  the  children’s  gardening  clubs  throughout  the  state. 

Afternoon  classes  for  children  in  dancing  and  dramatics  were 
again  conducted  in  school  buildings  in  several  sections  of  the  city. 
This  feature  of  the  municipal  recreation  program  has  now  been 
conducted  for  approximately  eight  years  and  is  providing  the 
children  of  the  city  with  the  finest  kind  of  training  in  cultural  and 
pleasurable  pursuits  which  are  bound  to  be  an  asset  to  the  social 
welfare  to  the  individual  and  the  community.  A  testimony  of  the 
importance  of  these  classes  is  available  in  noticing  how  many  of 
the  young  people  participating  in  the  dramatic  presentations 
throughout  the  community  were  formerly  enrolled  in  the  muni¬ 
cipal  classes. 

During  the  summer  months  a  series  of  band  concerts  was 
given  on  the  larger  fields,  this  being  the  second  season  that  an 
appropriation  was  made  available  for  the  purpose.  In  addition  to 
the  concerts  given  by  union  musicians,  in  a  few  instances  the 
music  was  furnished  by  two  of  the  boys’  bands  in  the  city,  thus 
enabling  the  department  to  encourage  and  foster  another  valu¬ 
able  recreational  undertaking  in  the  field  of  music. 

The  motion  picture  entertainments  on  the  several  play- 
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grounds  of  the  city  were  again  arranged  during  the  summer 
months.  These  programs,  as  in  the  past,  provided  both  education 
and  amusement  for  thousands  of  spectators,  in  many  instances 
affording  an  opportunity  for  recreation  to  family  groups  who  are 
otherwise  prevented  from  the  enjoyment  of  this  form  of  enter¬ 
tainment. 

One  of  the  outstanding  activities  of  the  summer  season  was 
the  city -wide  tournament  conducted  in  paddle  tennis  for  the  boys 
and  girls  of  the  various  playgrounds.  Approximately  five  hundred 
children  entered  the  tournament  to  compete  for  the  championships 
in  the  singles  and  doubles  contests  of  the  different  age  groups. 
The  Cambridge  playgrounds  also  conducted  an  annual  spring 
marble  tournament  among  the  boys,  the  city  champion  being  a 
competitor  in  the  greater  Boston  tournament  conducted  on 
Boston  Common. 

As  in  former  years,  the  summer  season  was  terminated  with 
a  pageant  at  Russell  Field.  The  pageant  which  was  presented  on 
Wednesday,  August  26,  was  entitled  “The  Community’s  Recom¬ 
pense”  and  the  episodes  were  arranged  to  demonstrate  the  rela¬ 
tion  of  recreation  to  the  life  of  the  community.  It  afforded  the 
opportunity  of  depicting  the  various  undertakings  of  the  recrea¬ 
tional  program  as  they  apply  to  the  child,  the  youth  and  the 
adult.  The  costumes,  the  properties,  and  all  the  incidentals 
involved  in  the  production  were  made  in  connection  with  the 
summer  playground  program. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  following  recommendations  are  made  for  the  purpose  of 
keeping  before  the  Board  certain  objectives  which  are  essential  to 
the  development  of  the  community  recreation  program  in  Cam¬ 
bridge. 

The  erection  of  a  recreation  building  at  Cambridge  Field. 

The  securing  of  another  large  athletic  field  in  the  western 
section  of  the  city. 

The  securing  of  a  municipal  golf  course  on  the  area  surround¬ 
ing  Fresh  Pond. 

The  erection  of  bleachers  at  Cambridge  Field. 

The  erection  of  a  small  recreation  building  at  the  Raymond 
Street  Playground. 
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The  securing  of  playground  area  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Long¬ 
fellow,  the  Agassiz,  and  the  old  Boardman  School  buildings. 

The  erection  of  a  recreation  building  at  Fresh  Pond.  Such  a 
building  could  be  utilized  as  a  field  house,  a  recreation  center  and 
a  club  house  for  the  proposed  golf  course. 

Continued  effort  to  secure  better  facilities  at  the  Gerry’s 
Landing  bathing  beach,  and  at  Jerry’s  Pit. 

CONCLUSION 

During  its  nearly  nine  years  of  existence,  the  development  of 
the  program  of  the  Recreation  Division  of  the  Department  has 
been  consistent.  With  some  new  facilities  acquired  gradually, 
the  opportunity  for  a  larger  and  more  varied  program  of  activities 
has  been  made  possible.  When  one  considers  the  density  of  our 
population  and  the  limited  opportunity  for  acquiring  land  for 
recreation  purposes,  it  is  evident  that  future  efforts  must  be  made 
in  the  direction  of  obtaining  the  best  results  from  the  facilities 
now  in  our  control.  I  hope  that  the  Board  will  continue  its  effort 
to  build  up  regional  recreation  units,  such  as  are  now  in  use  at 
Rindge  Field,  Russell  E.  Hoyt  playground,  and  Corporal  Burns 
playground.  The  facility  of  operation  and  the  advantage  of 
focusing  the  recreation  life  of  the  vicinity  at  one  place  make  this 
neighborhood  center  plan  most  desirable. 

I  appreciate  the  confidence  and  support  of  the  Board  in  my 
administration  of  the  municipal  recreation  program,  and  acknowl¬ 
edge  also  the  cooperation  received  from  my  associates  in  the 
department  and  the  heads  of  other  departments  in  the  city.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council: 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  respectfully  submit  their 
annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1931.  The 
demands  upon  the  department  have  been  exceedingly  heavy  due 
to  the  unemployment  crisis,  and  there  is  no  prospect  that  these 
demands  will  be  lessened  during  the  coming  year.  Every  effort  is 
being  made  by  the  department  to  meet  the  pressing  needs  of  those 
who  are  in  distress,  that  there  may  be  no  suffering,  while  at  the 
same  time  effort  is  made  to  keep  expenditures  down  to  a  minimum.

ADMISSIONS,  BIRTHPLACES 

Of  the  110  admissions,  16  were  born  in  Cambridge;  24  in 
Massachusetts;  24  in  the  United  States,  making  a  total  of  64, while 
46  were  foreign  born.  Children  are  temporarily  admitted  because 
of  the  death  of  their  surviving  parent ;  because  of  a  mother  sent  to 
the  hospital  for  illness  or  confinement  or  operation;  because  of 
abandonment  or  neglect,  or  because  their  home  has  become  unin¬ 
habitable. 

Young  women  have  been  cared  for  until  the  time  just  prior  to 
their  being  confined,  when  they  are  removed  to  the  Municipal 
Hospital;  others  to  await  their  removal  to  some  other  institution. 
Eight  were  under  5;  15  between  5  and  20;  15  between  20  and  50; 
16  between  50  and  60;  25  between  60  and  70;  20  between  70  and 
80,  and  11  between  80  and  90  years  of  age. 


DISCHARGES 

Twenty-one  were  sent  to  other  institutions;  12  to  relatives; 
11  to  work;  9  to  home;  10  to  the  state;  7  walked  out;  3  to  friends, 
and  2  were  arrested  for  drunkenness. 


DEATHS 

There  were  17,  12  men  and  5  women.  One  was  in  the  Home 
14  years,  1  month  and  11  days,  while  another  was  here  12  years, 
5  months  and  24  days;  6  were  here  for  an  average  time  of  10  and 
two-thirds  days;  5  others  averaged  4  months  and  6  days.  The 
average  age  of  those  who  died  was  73  years,  8  months  and  12  days. 

It  is  evident  that  the  grace  of  God  sent  some  of  these  to  our 
Home  that  they  might  be  prepared  for  a  happy  death.  We  are 
extremely  happy  at  the  return  of  these  prodigal  sons  so  many 
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years  away  from  the  sacraments  of  the  church  of  their  fathers. 
The  Superintendent  personally  enrolls  the  names  of  all  the 
Catholics  who  die  in  the  Shrine  of  the  good  St.  Anne  de  Beaupre, 
where  a  daily  mass  is  offered  up  in  perpetuity.  Cambridge  has 
reason  to  be  proud  of  the  respect  shown  her  dead  who  die  in  the 
Home.  At  all  burials  a  religious  service  is  held,  the  Catholics  hav¬ 
ing  a  requiem  high  mass  and  the  non-Catholics  appropriate  serv¬ 
ices  by  a  minister  of  their  faith.  The  Superintendent  and  some  of 
the  Home  folks  always  accompany  the  remains  to  the  cemetery. 

Paul  Cifrino  Presents  Talkies.  The  big  red-letter  day  of 
the  year  was  April  21,  when  Paul  Cifrino  of  the  United  Markets 
Incorporated  presented  to  me  a  check  for  $250  for  the  installation 
of  talkies.  The  picture  was  “Sally,”  featuring  Marilyn  Miller  and 
Joe  Brown.  It  went  over  big,  with  great  applause  and  laughter. 
Addresses  of  congratulation  and  thanks  were  made  by  Chairman 
Toomey,  Commissioners  Bartel  and  Welch,  Harry  Mahoney, 
editor  of  the  Sentinel,  Peter  De  Lucca,  and  the  Superintendent. 
Mr.  Cifrino  was  most  pleased  at  the  sight  of  the  happy  faces  and 
the  enthusiasm  of  the  old  folks,  and  said  that  he  was  more  than 
paid  because  of  the  happiness  he  had  witnessed. 

Moving  Pictures.  These  have  been  scattered  throughout 
the  year  and  have  been  most  heartily  enjoyed.  Through  the 
kindly  interest  of  Miss  Martha  Ferris,  secretary  of  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  Film  Board  of  Trade,  we  have  been  enabled  to  secure  the 
latest  and  best  comedies  from  the  Paramount,  Pathe,  Fox,  Colum¬ 
bia  and  Acme  Exchanges.  For  the  presentation  of  the  pictures  we 
are  greatly  indebted  to  James  Burke,  business  representative  of 
the  International  Alliance  Theatrical  Stage  Employees,  members 
of  his  organization. 

Ladies  Auxiliary  of  the  Fraternal  Order  of  Eagles.  Pre¬ 
sented  their  annual  entertainment  on  Sunday,  April  26,  which 
equalled  the  high  standard  of  other  years.  The  committee  came 
laden  with  candies,  tobacco,  cake  and  ice  cream.  The  efficient 
committee  and  a  large  delegation  were  present  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  Mrs.  Katherine  A.  Normile. 

The  Women’s  Democratic  Independent  Club.  On  May  1, 

this  well-known  organization,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Rich¬ 
ard  M.  Russell  as  interlocutress,  repeated  their  recent  most  sue- 
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cessful  minstrel  show,  presenting  one  of  the  biggest  hits  ever  made 
in  the  Home.  Mayor  Russell  praised  their  previous  performances 
and  thanked  them  for  coming  to  the  Home.  Chairman  Toomey 
and  Overseer  Bartel  paid  their  personal  compliments  and  thanks. 

Mother’s  Day.  This  day  was  celebrated  by  the  annual  visit 
of  Court  Louise,  Catholic  Daughters  of  America,  led  by  Grand 
Regent  Margaret  Cahill,  and  mistress  of  ceremonies,  Mrs.  Wil¬ 
liam  D.  Berkeley.  An  excellent  entertainment  consisting  of  vocal 
solos,  dances,  recitations  and  specialty  acts.  Candy  and  tobacco 
were  distributed  to  all.  It  was  another  great  day  for  the  Home 
folks. 

The  Cheerio  Choristers.  On  Sunday,  May  17,  the  above 
well-known  choral  society  presented  their  annual  entertainment. 
The  members  repeated  the  programme  that  was  recently  given  in 
Jordan  Hall  on  the  occasion  of  their  recital.  The  programme  was 
much  appreciated. 

The  Fourth  of  July.  The  celebration  of  this  day  was  fur¬ 
nished  through  the  kindness  of  Councillor  Daniel  J.  Murphy, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Celebrations,  through  the 
efforts  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board.  A  bountiful  supply  of  ice 
cream  and  tonics  was  served  and  an  enjoyable  concert  was  given 
by  St.  Mary’s  Boys  and  Girls  Band  under  the  direction  of  Rev. 
Edward  J.  Burke. 

The  Metropolitan  Firemen’s  Legion  Band.  On  Sunday, 
August  2,  the  above  band  gave  a  delightful  concert  in  the  areaway 
in  the  rear  of  the  building.  The  members  of  the  band,  escorted 
by  a  large  delegation  of  Cambridge  firemen,  marched  from  Wyeth 
Square  to  the  Home.  They  were  given  a  great  reception  by  our 
citizens  in  their  march  through  our  streets.  After  their  concert  a 
luncheon  was  served  which  was  much  appreciated  by  the  bands¬ 
men.  The  chairman  and  Overseer  Bartel  praised  their  concert  and 
thanked  them  for  their  kindness  to  the  old  folks. 

Third  Battalion  Band  of  National  Guards.  On  Monday, 
August  3,  the  colored  band  of  the  Third  Battalion,  372d  Infantry 
of  the  Massachusetts  National  Guards  came  from  Camp  Devens 
and  presented  one  of  the  finest  concerts  ever  given  at  the  Home. 
Popular  airs,  southern  melodies  and  famous  marches  kept  the 
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folks  intensely  happy.  A  luncheon  was  served  to  the  bandsmen 
which  was  much  enjoyed.  They  were  praised  and  thanked  by 
the  Superintendent.

been  their  custom  for  a  number  of  years  the  North  Cambridge 
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Council  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  Court  La  Rabida  of  the 
Catholic  Daughters  of  America  made  their  annual  visitation, 
presentation  and  entertainment  on  the  Sunday  before  Christmas. 
This  is  one  of  those  days  to  which  the  old  folks  look  forward. 

Both  of  these  organizations  appropriate  money  from  their 
treasuries  so  that  their  committees  can  come  laden  with  ice  cream, 
cake,  fruit,  candy  and  tobacco.  Their  entertainments  are  of  such 
a  high  standard  that  other  organizations  strive  to  equal  it.  Grand 
Knight  Robert  Martin  and  Grand  Regent  Katherine  B.  Berdie 
came  with  large  delegations  from  their  societies.  It  was  the  fitting 
climax  to  the  entertainments  of  the  year. 

The  Russell  Christmas  Tree  and  Decorations.  The  beauti¬ 
ful  Christmas  tree,  its  colored  lighting  effects,  the  lobby  and 
hospital  decorations  which  received  so  much  praise  were  provided 
from  the  annual  income  of  the  Sarah  E.  Russell  Fund.  Mrs. 
Russell  was  the  widow  of  Hon.  Charles  Theodore  Russell,  the 
mother  of  Ex-Governor  William  E.  Russell  and  the  grandmother 
of  Mayor  Richard  M.  Russell,  all  three  of  whom  have  served  as 
mayors  of  our  City.

REPORT  OF  THE 
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Cambridge,  Mass.,  December  31,  1931. 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  fifteenth  annual  report  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Cambridge  City  Hospital,  which  covers  a  period 
from  April  1,  1931  to  December  31,  1931,  the  financial  year  having 
been  changed  so  as  to  begin  January  1  instead  of  April  1  (Chapter 
43,  Acts  of  1931) ,  and  is  for  nine  months  only.  The  report  includes 
the  report  of  the  superintendent  and  social  service  worker  at  the 
hospital. 

The  completed  hospital  has  provided  for  adequate  and  rea¬ 
sonable  service  both  for  temporary  and  permanent  needs  of  those 
of  our  people  requiring  hospital  service.  The  hospital  can  now 
care  for  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  ward  patients,  about  fifty 
private-room  patients,  and  various  clinics  are  maintained  daily 
for  the  benefit  of  our  residents.  Also  an  out-patient  department 
is  open  daily  for  those  needing  temporary  treatment. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees  held  on  December  28,  1931, 
Dr.  Charles  S.  Cahill,  who  has  been  a  member  and  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  from  the  date  of  organization,  announced 
his  resignation  as  a  Trustee  of  the  hospital  to  date  from  December 
31,  1931  and  that  he  had  notified  His  Honor  the  Mayor  to  this 
effect.  This  announcement  was  received  with  regret  by  the  other 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  chairman  also  announced  at  this  time  the  d^ath  of  John 
J.  Quinlan,  a  Trustee  of  the  hospital  since  1920,  which  occurred 
at  his  home  on  Thursday,  December  24,  1931.  Suitable  action  as 
a  tribute  to  Mr.  Quinlan’s  service  was  placed  on  the  records.  We 
are  mindful  of  the  helpful  cooperation  of  His  Honor  the  Mayor 
and  the  City  Council,  and  acknowledge  with  appreciation  the 
services  of  the  members  of  the  staff.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT 

April  1,  1931-December  31,  1931 

During  the  past  nine  months  there  has  been  a  tremendous 
increase  in  the  number  of  patients  referred  to  the  Social  Service 
Department,  owing  to  the  growth  of  the  hospital  intake,  combined 
with  the  depression  and  unemployment. 


The  number  of  old  cases  carried  on  April  1,  1931 .  83 

The  number  of  old  cases  reinstated  during  the  past  9  months .  79 

The  number  of  new  cases  from  April  1,  1931  to  December  31,  1931 .  735 


Total  number  of  cases  visited  and  interviewed .  897 


The  problems  these  past  months  have  been  most  dishearten¬ 
ing.  Practically  all  the  patients  have  been  receiving  aid  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Welfare.  In  almost  no  instance  has  there 
been  employment.  To  keep  up  the  morale  —  to  build  up  the 
bodies  and  offer  a  cheerful  prognosis  to  the  patient  —  has  been 
the  job  of  the  Social  Worker  and  her  volunteer  corps. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  work  of  planning  convalescent 
care  for  discharged  patients;  special  care  for  children  needing 
further  medical  follow-up  in  the  home ;  securing  orthopedic  appli¬ 
ances  for  those  requiring  them ;  arranging  for  free  prescriptions  to 
be  filled ;  checking  up  on  patients  reporting  to  the  various  clinics 
at  given  intervals,  there  has  been  special  emphasis  placed  on  the 
under-nourished  patient. 

Basically  malnutrition  and  under-nourishment  have  been  the 
causes  of  ill-health.  In  order  to  meet  this  problem  in  the  most 
constructive  way,  group  meetings  have  been  arranged  for  mothers 
and  home-makers.  Every  Friday  afternoon  for  the  past  six 
months  talks  have  been  given  in  the  out-patient  department  of  the 
hospital  on  such  subjects  as  Economical  Planning,  Buying  for 
Health,  and  Well-Balanced  Meals. 

Social  Service  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  volunteer  nutri¬ 
tionists  who  have  helped  in  a  special  way  to  carry  out  recom¬ 
mendations  made  by  the  doctors.  As  there  have  been  two  factors 
to  consider,  economy  and  health,  it  has  been  of  particular  value 
to  the  patient  to  have  this  guidance  in  buying  and  planning.  This 
has  been  the  most  encouraging  phase  of  the  work. 

The  Department  is  greatly  indebted  to  Mrs.  Bouton,  director 
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of  the  Cambridge  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  who  made 
it  possible  for  further  volunteer  service  by  the  Gray  Lady  group. 
These  ladies  have  done  excellent  work  in  the  clinics  and  through¬ 
out  the  wards;  a  visiting  library  brings  books  to  our  patients 
twice  a  week;  handwork  is  arranged  for  the  children  in  their 
ward,  and  clerical  volunteer  service  in  the  clinics;  volunteer  motor 
service  and  the  visiting  of  patients  referred  to  social  service. 

Appreciation  is  extended  to  all  those  who  have  helped  so 
ably  during  this  most  trying  year.

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REPORT  OF  HOSPITAL  SUPERINTENDENT 

The  year  1931  has  been  the  busiest  year  in  the  history  of  our 
hospital.  Our  daily  average  of  patients  cared  for  in  the  hospital 
as  well  as  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  shows  a  great  increase. 

One  floor  of  the  new  wing  has  been  in  use  since  May  and  we 
are  hoping  to  open  the  other  ward  in  the  new  wing  very  soon  in 
order  to  care  for  the  excess  number  of  patients.  The  present 
wards  have  been  crowded  to  the  utmost  capacity  all  winter.  The 
number  availing  themselves  of  the  opportunity  for  treatment  in 
the  Out-Patient  has  been  steadily  increasing.  Our  Ophthalmic 
Clinic  has  been  reopened.  A  daily  Pediatric  Clinic  has  been 
established.  The  Maternity  Clinic  shows  satisfying  results  in 
numbers  and  prophylactic  results. 

The  new  operating  rooms  which  were  added  during  the  year 
have  aided  greatly  in  facilitating  the  work  of  the  surgeons.  Our 
children’s  ward,  which  was  opened  in  December,  is  a  source  of 
satisfaction.  We  have  needed  a  separate  department  for  the 
children  for  a  long  time.  Within  a  month  after  opening,  our 
present  ward  was  filled. 

Because  of  the  facilities  of  the  hundred  rooms  in  the  Nurses’ 
Home  which  was  opened  during  the  year,  we  have  been  enabled 
to  accept  larger  numbers  of  applicants  into  the  Training  School. 
This  has  been  a  great  aid  in  helping  to  care  for  the  increased 
number  of  patients.  The  nurses  deeply  appreciate  the  comfort 
and  attractiveness  of  the  new  Home.  The  Class  of  1931  had  the 
honor  of  being  the  first  class  to  have  graduation  exercises  in  the 
auditorium  of  the  Home.  This  graduation  was  quite  impressive. 
Dr.  Charles  S.  Cahill,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  pre¬ 
sided,  and  we  were  privileged  in  having  our  Mayor,  the  Honorable 
Richard  M.  Russell,  to  present  diplomas.  During  the  exercise  a 
beautiful  large  silk  flag  was  presented  to  the  school  by  the  Daugh¬ 
ters  of  the  Union  Veterans  of  the  Civil  War. 

The  standards  for  admission  into  the  Training  School  have 
been  raised  in  order  to  keep  our  school  in  Class  A.  We  now 
require  high  school  graduation,  as  do  most  recognized  training 
schools. 

While  our  growth  and  progress  during  the  past  year  have 
been  satisfactory  and  constant,  we  have  had  one  loss  and  some 
changes  which  have  affected  us  deeply.  Mr.  John  J.  Quinlan,  who 
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had  served  us  faithfully  and  well  for  many  years,  passed  on  after 
a  long  illness.  The  hospital  staff  and  nurses  were  glad  to  have  had 
the  privilege  of  serving  him  in  this  illness  and  deeply  regret 
having  to  lose  him. 

Dr.  Charles  S.  Cahill,  who  had  been  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  twenty  years,  resigned.  We  regretted  very 
much  to  lose  the  keen,  active  interest  which  he  has  had  in  the 
hospital  in  all  its  departments  and  needs. 

In  reviewing  the  year  as  a  whole  we  feel  that  the  City  of 
Cambridge  can  well  be  proud  of  the  help  which  it  has  extended 
to  the  sick  of  our  City  during  this  year,  when  all  citizens  have  been 
affected  more  or  less  by  the  financial  depression,  which  has  taken 
its  toll  in  physical  health. 

And  in  passing,  I  feel  we  should  say  a  word  of  gratitude  to ' 
the  staff  of  doctors  who  have  given  so  freely  of  their  time  and  skill 
in  caring  for  the  sick  of  our  City.

In  submitting  this  seventy-eighth  annual  report  I  again  make 
the  following  recommendations: 

That,  if  possible,  the  land  with  buildings  thereon  abutting 
the  Cemetery  which  is  owned  by  Mount  Auburn  Cemetery  be 
purchased  and  added  to  the  Cemetery  before  it  is  sold  for  real 
estate  development.  When  Mount  Auburn  Cemetery  have  com¬ 
pleted  their  new  buildings  that  they  are  now  erecting  for  garage, 
shops  and  other  purposes,  they  intend  to  dispose  of  this  land 
according  to  information  received  from  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Mount  Auburn  Cemetery. 

I  also  recommend  that  filling  be  purchased  for  the  filling-in 
of  our  low  lands  so  this  land  can  be  made  available  for  burial 
purposes.  That  new  equipment  for  the  Cemetery  be  purchased 
in  the  form  of  one  small  dump  truck,  one  motor  mower,  one  lower¬ 
ing  device,  and  new  sets  of  evergreen. 

I  also  again  recommend  an  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of 
permanent  markers  to  mark  the  perpetual  care  lots.  I  again

recommend  an  appropriation  for  the  building  of  a  garage  contain¬ 
ing  room  for  storage  of  tools  and  equipment  and  also  a  workshop. 
If  Mount  Auburn  Cemetery  land  is  purchased,  this  will  not  be 
necessary  for  some  years  to  come  as  the  buildings  on  this  land 
could  be  repaired  and  used  for  this  purpose. 

I  again  recommend  an  appropriation  for  the  building  of 
permanent  roads  in  the  Cemetery. 

The  average  of  burials  has  been  slightly  increased  since  the 
last  report.  More  single  graves  are  purchased  now  instead  of  lots, 
and  for  that  reason  we  must  continue  to  make  land  for  accommo¬ 
dation  of  those  of  our  citizens  whom  at  the  time  of  bereavement 
cannot  afford  to  purchase  a  lot.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Cambridge  as 
follows : 

Section  8  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first,  second 
and  third  paragraphs  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following : 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  to 
inspect,  or  cause  to  be  inspected  by  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention, 
or  by  the  Fire  Department  officers  and  members,  as  often  as  may 
be  necessary,  but  not  less  than  twice  a  year,  all  buildings,  premises 
and  public  thoroughfares  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  and 
causing  to  be  corrected  any  conditions  liable  to  cause  fire,  or  any 
violations  of  the  provisions  or  intent  of  any  ordinance  of  the  City 
affecting  the  fire  hazard.  This  section  shall  not  authorize  entry 
into  a  one  family  or  two  family  dwelling  without  the  consent  of 
the  occupant. 

They  shall,  in  writing,  order  such  conditions  to  be  remedied, 
and  whenever  such  officers  or  persons  find  in  any  building  or  upon 
any  premises  any  accumulations  of  combustible  rubbish,  including 
waste  paper,  rags,  cardboard,  string,  packing  material,  sawdust, 
shavings,  sticks,  waste  leather  or  rubber,  broken  boxes  or  barrels 
or  other  refuse  that  is  or  may  become  dangerous  as  a  fire  menace 
or  as  an  obstacle  to  easy  ingress  into,  or  egress  from  such  building 
or  premises,  they  shall,  in  writing  order  same  to  be  removed  or 
such  condition  to  be  remedied.  Notice  of  such  order  shall  be 
served  upon  the  owner,  occupant  or  his  authorized  a,gent.  If  said 
order  is  not  complied  with  within  twenty-four  hours,  the  person 
making  such  order,  or  any  person  designated  by  him,  may  enter 
into  such  building  or  upon  such  premises  and  remove  such  rubbish 
or  abate  such  condition  at  the  expense  of  such  owner  or  occupant,

and  the  expense  of  same  shall  be  a  lien  upon  such  building  or 
premises  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  148  of  the 
General  Laws  as  amended  by  the  Acts  of  1930,  Chapter  399. 

Any  such  owner  or  occupant  who  fails  or  refuses  to  comply 
with  said  order  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty 
dollars  as  provided  in  the  Acts  of  1930,  Chapter  399,  Section  5. 

Section  9  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  entire  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Whenever  any  inspector  finds  any  building  or  other  structure, 
which,  on  account  of  the  absence  of  or  inadequate  fire  escapes,  or 
lack  of  automatic  or  other  fire  alarm  apparatus  or  fire  extinguish¬ 
ing  equipment,  or  by  reason  of  age  or  dilapidated  condition,  or 
from  any  other  cause,  is  especially  liable  to  fire,  and  which  is 
situated  as  to  endanger  other  property  or  the  occupants  thereof, 
he  shall  immediately,  in  writing,  report  such  conditions  to  the 
Chief  of  the  Department  who  shall  take  the  necessary  steps  to  see 
that  the  conditions  are  corrected.

Load.  Every  steel  joist  when  erected  and  bridged  shall  be 
capable  of  safely  sustaining  a  concentrated  load  at  any  panel 
point  of  at  least  800  pounds  on  any  one  joist.  The  steel  joists  shall 
be  designed  to  carry  directly  the  total  dead  load  of  partitions 
where  they  occur,  in  addition  to  all  other  dead  and  live  loads 
imposed. 

Connections.  Connections  shall  be  designed  with  as  little 
eccentricity  as  possible  and  all  stresses  due  to  eccentricity  shall  be 
included  with  primary  stresses  in  designing.  If  connections  are 
welded  they  shall  be  made  by  electric  or  gas  weld.  Connections 
shall  be  capable  of  resisting  a  maximum  load  at  least  three  times 
the  designed  load. 

Span.  The  span  of  joists  having  an  all  steel  top  chord  shall 
not  exceed  550  times  the  radius  of  gyration  of  the  top  chord  in  a 
plane  perpendicular  to  the  web  of  the  joist,  but  in  case  the  top 
chord  consists  of  a  flat  top  section  continuous  with  a  center  web, 
the  radius  of  gyration  of  the  top  plate  alone  shall  be  taken.  In 
the  case  of  joists  having  a  top  chord  of  steel  with  a  wood  nailing 
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strip  attached,  the  span  shall  not  exceed  160  times  the  total  width 
of  the  top  chord.  The  span  shall  not  exceed  24  times  the  depth  of 
the  steel  portion  of  the  joist  for  open  web  joists,  but  solid  web 
joists  may  exceed  this  ratio  if  the  fibre  stress  is  reduced  to  main¬ 
tain  a  deflection  of  not  to  exceed  1  /360  of  the  span  for  the  live  load. 

Bridging.  As  soon  as  joists  have  been  erected  bridging  shall 
be  installed  between  them  before  application  of  construction  loads. 
Such  bridging  shall  securely  support  the  top  chord  of  the  joist 
against  lateral  displacement  and  shall  be  rigid  in  character  and 
capable  of  transmitting  directly  at  least  500  pounds  to  the  two 
adjoining  joists  at  each  line  of  bridging. 

Bearing  and  Anchoring.  Steel  joists  shall  have  a  bearing  of 
at  least  4  inches  on  masonry  or  concrete,  and  23^  inches  on  steel. 
The  bearing  stresses  shall  not  exceed  the  safe  stresses  permitted 
herein.

On  March  31,  1931,  about  54  per  cent  of  our  supplies  were 
metered.  Since  then,  acting  under  the  advice  of  the  firm  of  j 
Fuller  &  Everett,  consultants,  we  have  installed  about  fifteen  ^ 
hundred  meters.  This  work  was  divided  among  our  local  plumbers.  ! 

The  Water  Board  has  requested  in  its  budget  for  1932,  the  i 
sum  of  $30,000  for  the  continuation  of  this  work,  which  is  con-  ' 
sidered  necessary  for  the  conservation  of  our  supply. 

On  December  31,  1931,  we  find  63i\  per  cent  of  our  services

RESERVOIRS 

The  high  and  low  elevations  of  the  water  in  the  various  ■ 
reservoirs  were  as  follows;  In  Fresh  Pond  Reservoir:  July  17, 
16.09-December  31,  12.26.  In  Stony  Brook  Reservoir:  June  12, 
83.80-December  4,  76.09.  In  Hobbs  Brook  Reservoirs:  June  19, 
183.54-December  29,  176.40. 

The  recommendations  of  Fuller  &  Everett,  reviewed  by  our 
City  Engineer,  Mr.  L.  M.  Hastings,  and  adopted  by  the  Water 
Board,  are  being  carried  out  as  rapidly  as  time  and  weather 
permit.  , 


*  No  charge  is  made  to  the  City  for  water  for  any  purpose. 
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'  The  30-inch  main  pipe  has  been  laid  from  the  Cambridge 
Common,  where  a  connection  was  made  to  the  40-inch  steel  main 
pipe,  extending  through  Broadway  to  Kendall  Square,  thence 
through  Main  Street  with  a  24-inch  main  pipe  to  First  Street, 
where  it  was  connected  to  the  12-inch  main  pipe  and  to  the  16- 
inch  main  pipe  at  the  siphon  at  Broad  Canal.  In  Trowbridge 
Street,  a  24-inch  main  pipe  has  been  laid  from  Broadway,  con¬ 
nected  to  the  new  30-inch  main  pipe,  to  Putnam  Square. 

A  24-inch  main  pipe  has  been  laid  from  the  30-inch  main  pipe 
in  Broadway  through  Portland  Street  to  Albany  Street,  thence 
through  Cross  Street  to  and  through  Purrington  Street,  to  and 
through  Waverly  Street  to  Erie  Street  where  it  has  been  connected 
to  the  16-inch,  supplying  that  district.  All  of  the  30-inch  and  24- 
inch  pipes  were  laid  by  contract. 

The  department  laid  12-inch  main  pipes  in  Sixth  Street, 
Binney  Street  and  Plymouth  Street,  connecting  with  the  new 
30-inch  in  Broadway.  These  extensions  have  improved  the  con¬ 
ditions  existing  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  City  and  the  pressures 
have  been  reported  as  having  increased  from  15  to  20  pounds. 

It  was  necessary  to  take  a  right  of  way  through  Purrington 
Street  and  Cross  Street.  These  streets  are  privately  owned  and 
are  not  accepted  by  the  City. 

The  department  also  made  all  cross  connections  to  various 
mains,  and  will  make  all  house  connections  from  the  old  20-inch 
to  the  new  30-inch  during  the  next  two  months.  All  work  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  restoring  of  streets  has  been  done  by  the  Cam¬ 
bridge  Street  Department,  at  the  expense  of  the  Water  Depart¬ 
ment. 

The  new  36-inch  main  from  Stony  Brook  Reservoir  to  Clark 
Street,  Waltham,  is  to  be  connected  to  the  63-inch  conduit.  It  is 
being  laid  by  contract  and  the  work  is  progressing  at  this  date. 
The  pipe  is  of  cast  iron  and  steel. 

It  was  decided  to  tunnel  under  Mt.  Feake  Cemetery,  and  the 
Waltham  Cemetery  Commissioners  entered  into  an  agreement 
to  allow  this  location  and  to  approve  the  methods  to  be  used. 

The  City  of  Waltham,  on  petition  of  our  City  Engineer,  gave 
the  department  permission  to  lay  the  new  36-inch  main  in  River 
Street  to  cross  through  the  granite  arch  bridge  at  Beaver  Brook, 
and  to  lay  pipe  in  the  public  streets  of  Waltham. 

The  right  of  way  already  owned  by  the  City  of  Cambridge 
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was  used  for  the  new  pipe.  Under  the  Acts  of  the  Legislature, 
approved  May  21,  1884,  additional  takings  were  made  for  rights 
of  way  for  locations  for  this  pipe. 

1.  In  Elm  Street,  156  square  feet  owned  by  Boston  Manu¬ 
facturing  Company. 

2.  In  Elm  Street,  3,582  square  feet  owned  by  Boston  & 
Maine  Railroad. 

3.  A  parcel  of  land  adjoining  the  now  existing  Cambridge 
right  of  way,  90  square  feet  owned  by  Boston  Manufacturing 
Company. 

4.  In  Prospect  Street,  1,845  square  feet  owned  by  Waltham 
Ice  Company  (formerly  Peterson). 

The  rights  of  the  owners  of  the  land  taken  being  reserved  to 
them  so  far  as  not  inconsistent  with  the  right  of  the  City  of  Cam¬ 
bridge  to  make  use  of  said  land  for  the  purpose  taken. 

A  permit  from  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  was 
received  wherein  the  department  was  granted  leave  “to  lay  and 
maintain  36-inch  water  main  on  land  of  the  Commonwealth 
adjacent  to  River  Street,  west  from  Newton  Street.” 

Two  encroachments  were  found  on  the  City’s  right  of  way: 
A  gateway  and  fences  owned  by  Mrs.  Annie  B.  Matthews  Bryant; 
and  parts  of  buildings  owned  by  Joseph  Peterson,  near  Prospect 
Street. 

The  long  considered  question  of  having  a  golf  course  on  the 
upper  side  of  Fresh  Pond  Reservation  was  settled  this  year  when 
the  necessity  for  giving  employment  to  men  who  were  out  of  work 
arose.  By  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  permission  was  granted  to 
allow  a  golf  course  on  the  shores  of  Fresh  Pond.  The  attending 
cost  was  met  from  funds  raised  by  private  subscription  and  was 
not  an  expense  for  the  Water  Department.  The  earth  which  was 
removed  during  the  construction  of  our  Purification  Plant  in  1923 
is  being  used  by  the  “Committee  on  Employment”  for  filling  in 
the  low  places  at  the  golf  links. 

Contracts  were  made  for  the  construction  of  the  addition  to 
our  purification  plant,  from  plans  of  Fuller  &  Everett.  When 
completed,  six  additional  filter  beds  will  be  installed  with  a 
capacity  of  1,500,000  gallons  for  each  bed.  Fuller  &  Everett  have 
also  furnished  plans  for  the  construction  of  two  low  lift  pumping 
units  with  housing,  and  also  for  the  laying  of  a  36-inch  steel  pipe 
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'i  for  intake  from  Fresh  Pond  to  the  present  purification  plant  so 
s  that  additional  storage  from  the  pond  may  be  made  available. 

From  estimates  of  the  engineer,  it  will  be  possible  to  take  from 
I  1,500,000  to  2,000,000  gallons  extra  each  day. 

Turbine  Equipment  Company  are  to  furnish  two  7^/2  niillion 
,  :  gallons  motor  driven  centrifugal  pumps  under  this  contract. 

In  June,  the  land  at  the  corner  of  Lakeview  Avenue  and 
,  Vassal  Lane  was  considered  no  longer  necessary  for  the  preserva- 
^  tion  of  the  purity  of  the  water  supply,  and  an  offer  of  $4,500 
has  been  accepted  by  the  City  Council  for  said  land. 

The  Water  Board  hereby  places  on  record  its  appreciation  of 
the  cooperation  of  City  Engineer,  Mr.  Lewis  M.  Hastings,  who 
has  devoted  so  much  energy  to  the  development  of  the  plans  and 
recommendations  to  provide  the  City  with  an  adequate  supply 
of  water.  In  1887  when  the  Water  Department  built  Stony  Brook 
Reservoir,  and  the  pipe  line  from  it  to  Fresh  Pond  was  laid,  Mr. 
Hastings  was  employed  in  these  constructions  under  our  then 
City  Engineer,  Mr.  Barbour.  In  1897  Mr.  Hastings,  at  that  time 
City  Engineer,  directed  the  building  of  Hobbs  Brook  Storage 
Reservoirs  and  the  Pay  son  Park  Distributing  Reservoir.  In  1905 
and  1906  a  section  of  the  pipe  line  at  Fresh  Pond  end  was  rebuilt 
i  of  concrete,  63  inches  in  diameter,  and  Mr.  Hastings  supervised 
I  this  change.  And  again  in  1908  a  part  of  the  pipe  line  was  aban- 
i  doned  and  a  new  location  selected  under  Mr.  Hastings’  advice,  to 
:  correct  the  varying  elevations  of  the  profile  of  the  old  30-inch  pipe. 

The  repairs  on  Pay  son  Park  Reservoir,  when  it  was  lined  with 
concrete  to  stop  the  leakage,  were  made  under  Mr.  Hastings’ 
recommendations.  Plans  for  this  year’s  extensive  construction, 
with  the  exception  of  the  work  at  the  water  purification  works  and 
the  Fresh  Pond  intake,  were  made  by  Mr.  Hastings,  and  his 
approval  was  sufficient  guarantee  to  the  Water  Board  of  the  value 
and  adequacy  of  the  many  recommendations.  Mr.  Hastings  has 
had  much  responsibility  in  the  development  of  the  City  of  Cam¬ 
bridge  Water  Supply,  and  his  knowledge  of  the  water  shed  and 
the  City’s  requirements  have  been  of  inestimable  value  to  the 
Water  Board. 

The  Water  Board  also  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy 

[and  cooperation  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  in  helping  to 

further  the  plans  for  development  by  passing  the  appropriations 

S  whereby  these  changes  can  be  financed. 

! 
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During  the  year  the  department  has  lost  two  of  its  valued 
friends.  Ex-Mayor  Edward  W.  Quinn  passed  away  in  October 
after  a  long  illness.  He  came  to  the  Water  Department  in  1913 
as  acting  Superintendent,  and  remained  in  that  position  until 
June  1914,  when  he  was  made  Superintendent.  In  January,  1918, 
he  became  Mayor  of  Cambridge  and  resigned  from  the  Water 
Department.  The  Board  valued  his  services  to  the  department  as 
Superintendent,  and  his  cooperation  during  the  twelve  years 
when  he  was  Mayor,  and  has  transcribed  on  its  records  its  appre¬ 
ciation  of  his  services  and  its  sympathy  to  his  family.  In  Novem¬ 
ber  we  again  lost  a  valuable  friend  of  the  department,  Mr.  Martin 
A.  Feeley,  who  was  appointed  by  Mayor  Quinn  in  1925.  He  was 
elected  President  of  the  Board  in  1930,  and  passed  away  while  in 
that  office. 

Quoting  from  the  Water  Board  records:  “The  Water  Board 
having  learned  of  the  death  of  their  associate,  Mr.  Martin  A. 
Feeley,  and  appreciating  the  services  rendered  by  him  while  a 
member  of  the  Board,  voted  to  transcribe  upon  their  records  their 
sincere  regrets  at  the  untimely  passing  away  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Water  Board,  Mr.  Martin  A.  Feeley,  and  to  extend  to  the 
family  of  the  deceased,  their  heartfelt  sympathy  in  their  hour  of 
trouble.”

“Cambridge  Water  Works  Corporation”  was  chartered  in 
1852  and  organized  in  1853. 

The  works  were  constructed  in  1855,  Mr.  John  Blake,  con¬ 
sulting  engineer,  and  came  into  possession  of  the  City  by  pur¬ 
chase  in  1865,  when  they  were  called  “Cambridge  Water  Works.” 

The  original  source  of  supply  was  Fresh  Pond  in  Cambridge 
and*  Belmont,  which  was  enlarged  by  connection  via  conduit  with 
Wellington  Brook  and  Spy  Pond,  Arlington.  The  waters  of  these 
additional  sources  were  adjudged  unfit  for  domestic  use  in  1880 
and  since  that  time  have  not  been  utilized  for  a  supply  in  Cam¬ 
bridge. 

In  1887  Fresh  Pond  was  augmented  by  a  storage  reservoir 
which  had  been  constructed  on  Stony  Brook,  located  in  Weston 
and  Waltham.  The  waters  from  this  brook  are  brought  to  Cam¬ 
bridge  by  a  conduit,  originally  a  thirty-inch  cast-iron  pipe,  which 
was  laid  through  Waltham  and  Watertown  to  Fresh  Pond 
Reservoir.  This  extension  of  the  works  was  made  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Henry  N.  Crafts,  as  consulting  engineer,  and  our 
City  Engineer,  Mr.  W.  S.  Barbour. 

The  population  of  the  City  was  about  60,000  in  1887. 

In  1897,  an  additional  provision  was  made  for  storing  water 
by  the  construction  of  two  large  reservoirs  artificially  formed  by 
constructing  two  dams  across  Hobbs  Brook,  which  is  a  tributary 
of  Stony  Brook,  and  flows  in  an  open  conduit  through  Lexington 
and  Lincoln  to  Stony  Brook  Reservoir.  Payson  Park  Distribut¬ 
ing  Reservoir,  also,  was  completed  in  1897.  Consulting  engineers, 
Mr.  A.  Fteley  and  Messrs.  Rice  and  Evans,  and  our  City  Engineer, 
Mr.  L.  M.  Hastings,  directed  the  construction  of  these  reservoirs. 
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I  The  population  was  about  87,500  in  1897. 

;  Tn  1905  and  1906,  two  sections  of  the  Stony  Brook  pipe  line 
i  were  rebuilt ;  the  new  conduit  was  made  of  concrete,  sixty- three 
1  inches  in  diameter.  Another  part  was  rebuilt  in  1908,  when  a 
I  new  30-inch  main  of  cast  iron  was  laid  to  replace  1,500  feet  of 
'  old  30-inch  line  which  has  been  abandoned.  The  consulting 
I  engineer  for  the  concrete  conduit  was  Mr.  Freeman  C.  Coffin, 

I  assisted  by  our  City  Engineer,  Mr.  L.  M.  Hastings.  The  new 
I  30-inch  main  was  laid  under  the  supervision  of  the  Water  Works 
'  Superintendent,  Mr.  E.  C.  Brooks.

From  Fresh  Pond  to  beyond  Holmes  Street .  1,024  feet  of  63-inch  concrete

From  Waltham  Pumping  Station  to  gate  house  at 

dam .  5,003  feet  of  36-inch  cast  iron

There  also  are  747  feet  of  30-inch  under  the  dam  at  Stony  Brook 
Reservoir. 

In  1928,  the  efficiency  of  this  conduit  was  increased  by  clean¬ 
ing  the  36-inch  and  30-inch  cast-iron  main  from  the  Stony  Brook 
dam  to  River  Street.  The  capacity  is  now  estimated  at  16,000,000 
gallons  daily. 

Mode  of  supply:  gravity  from  Hobbs  Brook  and  Stony 
Brook  storage  reservoirs  to  Fresh  Pond  Filtration  Plant;  thence 
to  Pumping  Station ;  thence,  by  pumping,  through  the  40-inch  steel 
pumping  main  to  Pay  son  Park  Distributing  Reservoir ;  thence,  by 
gravity,  to  consumers  through  -the  40-inch  steel  distributing  main . 

In  case  of  necessity,  the  water  can  be  pumped  direct  from 
the  pumping  station  through  the  30-inch  and  24-inch  cast-iron 
pumping  mains  into  the  40-inch  steel  distributing  main.  The 
Leavitt  engine,  built  in  1897,  of  20,000,000  gallons  capacity,  is 
connected  with  these  steel  mains.  The  cross  compound  Worthing¬ 
ton  engine,  built  in  1930,  of  20,000,000  gallons  capacity,  is  also  con¬ 
nected  to  the  steel  mains. 

The  length  of  the  40-inch  steel  pumping  main  from  the 
pumping  station  to  Payson  Park  Reservoir  is  8,392  feet,  and 
from  the  Payson  Park  Reservoir  the  40-inch  steel  distributing 
main  to  the  Cambridge  Common  is  14,924  feet;  total,  23,316  feet. 
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In  December,  1927,  the  work  on  the  leak,  which  had  existed 
for  over  twenty  years  in  Payson  Park  Reservoir,  was  completed. 

The  Purification  Plant  was  officially  in  operation  June  28, 
1923. 


METHOD  OF  PURIFYING  CAMBRIDGE  WATER 

The  water  formerly  flowing  into  Fresh  Pond  from  Stony 
Brook  is  now  diverted  through  a  42-inch  pipe  and  enters  the 
sedimentation  basin  (which  has  a  capacity  of  1,500,000  gallons). 
Here  the  chemical  treatment  takes  place.  The  water  then  flows 
to  the  Alter  beds  and  passes  through  three  feet  of  graduated  sand 
and  gravel,  where  all  suspended  matter,  caused  by  coagulation 
after  chemical  treatment,  is  removed.  The  water  then  passes 
through  an  aerator,  where  all  gases  are  removed,  and  finally 
receives  chlorine  in  quantity  sufficient  to  destroy  all  germs.  The 
water  then  passes  to  the  clear  water  basin  (which  has  a  capacity  of 
4,000,000  gallons),  thence  to  the  pumping  station,  whence  it  is 
pumped  to  Payson  Park  Reservoir  for  distribution  to  the  con¬ 
sumers,  by  gravity. 

In  the  event  of  insufficient  flow  from  Stony  Brook,  a  low  lift 
pump  room  has  been  constructed,  and  provision  has  been  made 
to  pump  the  water,  when  necessary,  from  Fresh  Pond  direct  to 
the  sedimentation  basin,  through  a  unit  of  high  speed  centrifugal 
pumps.  Of  these,  one  is  10,000,000,  two  of  6,000,000  each,  and 
one  of  4,000,000  gallons  capacity,  and  are  sufficient  to  care  for 
any  emergency  that  may  arise. 

The  plant  has  a  capacity  of  filtering  15,000,000  gallons  per 

day. 

In  1930,  an  addition  supply  was  laid  to  the  Purification 
Plant  to  meet  any  emergency  that  might  arise,  should  the  40-inch 
steel  mains  be  out  of  commission.  An  8-inch  main  was  laid  from 
Poplar  Road,  thence  under  the  B.  &  M.  tracks  and  to  the  Purifi¬ 
cation  Plant  which  now  may  be  fed  under  all  conditions.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


Cambridge,  January  31,  1932. 

To  the  Honorable  City  Council: 

Submitting  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Health 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1931.  This  is  the  fifty-fifth 
annual  report  of  the  Cambridge  Board  of  Health.  The  personnel 
of  the  Department,  as  well  as  the  several  and  varied  activities  of 
the  Department,  including  statistics  and  summaries  of  divisional 
reports,  is  shown  in  detail  herewith. 

A  critical  situation  in  public  health  administration  is  develop¬ 
ing  throughout  the  country  because  of  the  present  tendency  of 
curtailment  of  budgets.  It  is  worthy  of  serious  consideration  that 
total  expenditures  for  health  work  have  heretofore  been  minimal 
compared  with  expenditures  for  other  public  services.  Public 
health  work  has  paid  its  way,  being  in  fact  one  of  the  greatest 
investment  services  of  our  people.  What  has  been  put  into  public 
health  has  been  paid  back  to  the  public  many  times  over  in 
reduced  sickness,  lower  medical  cost,  and  in  the  salvage  of  valu¬ 
able  lives.  Throughout  the  period  of  the  economic  disturbance, 
through  which  we  are  now  going,  the  public  health  has  held  up 
beautifully,  showing  the  effectiveness  of  our  health  organizations, 
and  they  may  be  relied  upon  even  in  periods  of  stress  to  do  their 
work  well.  Each  recommendation  has  been  in  accord  with  modern 
science,  and  with  advancing  science  good  health  administration 
and  better  city  health  become  more  and  more  purchasable  com¬ 
modities.  Any  undue  retrenchment  in  health  work  is  bound  to  be 
paid  for  in  dollars  and  cents  as  well  as  in  the  impairment  of  the 
people’s  health  generally.  Too  great  economy,  as  far  as  health  is 
concerned,  because  of  the  current  depression,  is  particularly 
dangerous  to  the  welfare  of  growing  children.  Undernourishment 
of  children,  for  example,  is  not  likely  to  show  itself  immediately, 
but  is  bound  to  show  its  effects  later  when  it  is  probably  too  late 
to  remedy.  The  ground  lost  by  undernourishment  in  childhood 
I  may  never  be  regained. 

During  the  year  the  Board  of  Health  held  fifty-three  meetings, 
of  which  twelve  were  held  evenings  for  public  hearings.  There  has 
;  5 
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been  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  Board  or  the  Department 
during  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  1,364,  making 
a  general  death  rate  of  11.93  per  100,000  population.  The  death 
rate  of  Cambridge  residents  only  (including  Cambridge  residents 
who  died  outside  our  City)  was  11.04.  The  Cambridge  resident 
death  rate  is  the  second  lowest  in  the  history  of  our  City,  notwith¬ 
standing  a  slightly  higher  general  death  rate  for  the  past  four 
years,  due  to  a  marked  decrease  in  “official”  population,  as  shown 
by  the  1930  Federal  Census  in  comparison  to  the  estimated  popu¬ 
lation  of  the  previous  four  years  based  on  the  Federal  and  State 
Censuses  of  1920  and  1925.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  1931  was 
52  per  1,000  live  births,  with  only  129  deaths  under  one  year  of  age 
(excluding  stillbirths,  80),  one  of  the  lowest  rates  and  number  of 
deaths  since  we  have  been  a  city.  Our  birth  rate  for  1931  was 
22.70  per  1,000  population,  in  comparison  to  22.87  in  1930;  20.88 
in  1929;  22.44  in  1928,  and  23.54  in  1927. 

The  major  causes  of  death  in  1931  were  as  follows:  heart,  260; 
cerebral  hemorrhage,  162;  cancer,  158;  pneumonia,  134;  arterio¬ 
sclerosis,  86;  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  69;  and  Bright’s  disease, 
38.  It  will  be  noted  that  cancer  has  dropped  to  third  place  with 
pneumonia  remaining  in  fourth  place  as  leading  causes  of  death, 
while  pulmonary  tuberculosis  again  reached  its  lowest  rate  in  the 
history  of  our  City.  Heart  disease,  the  leading  cause  of  death, 
increased  40  per  cent  in  comparison  with  1930,  while  Bright’s 
disease  decreased  50  per  cent  as  causes  of  death. 

The  seven  leading  causes  totalled  903  deaths  or  66  per  cent  of 
the  total  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1931.  Twenty-nine  and  seven 
tenths  per  cent  of  all  deaths  in  1931  were  of  persons  seventy  years 
of  age  or  over  in  comparison  to  29.4  per  cent  in  1930,  25.5  per  cent 
in  1929,  28  per  cent  in  1928  and  27.5  per  cent  in  1927. 

The  major  communicable  diseases  were  again  less  in  number 
than  during  recent  years  with  the  exception  of  scarlet  fever  and 
lobar  pneumonia.  Over  60  per  cent  of  these  diseases  were  hospital¬ 
ized.  There  were  only  fifty-three  cases  of  diphtheria  reported  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  in  comparison  to  227  in  1921,  a  reduction  of  75  per 
cent.  Notwithstanding  the  readily  available  diphtheria  immuniza¬ 
tion,  there  were  five  deaths  from  this  disease,  not  one  of  whom  had 
been  given  the  benefit  of  such  immunization. 

There  was  an  average  of  79  patients  per  day  at  our  Tubercu- 
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Ilosis  Hospital,  with  a  total  of  28,885  patient  days  at  a  total  operat¬ 
ing  cost  of  $65,624.41  or  $2.27  per  patient  per  day  in  comparison 
with  79  patients  per  day  at  a  per  capita  cost  of  $2.26  in  1930;  75 
patients  per  day  at  $2.54  in  1929;  59  patients  per  day  at  $3.03  in 
1928.  The  increase  in  number  of  patients  and  decrease  in  per 
capita  cost  were  due  to  a  continuance  of  the  arrangement  with  the 
State  Division  of  Tuberculosis,  Middlesex  County  and  the  Chelsea, 

I  Revere,  and  Winthrop  District  to  utilize  our  hospital  facilities  for 
their  tuberculous  needing  immediate  hospital  care.  With  the 

(opening  of  the  Middlesex  County  Sanatorium  in  September  there 
was  a  noticeable  reduction  in  admission  of  county  patients  with 
C  consequent  reduction  in  revenue.  Our  revenue  for  care  at  the 
1  Tuberculosis  Hospital  for  1931  was  $29,752.49,  or  about  forty- 
Ii  five  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  operation. 

-  During  the  year  the  grounds  in  front  of  the  Tuberculosis 
j  Hospital  were  graded  by  service  provided  by  the  Unemployment 
k  Relief  Committee.  The  patients’  dining  room  was  sheathed  and 
^  painted.  A  weekly  newspaper.  The  Cam  San  News,  was  planned, 
i  prepared,  and  issued  by  the  patients  at  the  hospital  without 
j  expense  to  the  City  through  the  leadership  and  ambition  of  one  of 
r  the  patients  who  has  been  sufficiently  rehabilitated  to  warrant 
i  discharge  as  an  arrested  case ;  this  same  individual  was  responsible 
t  for  the  reestablishment  of  educational  classes,  the  books  and 
{  equipment  for  which  were  provided  by  the  School  Department. 

The  rooms  in  the  Weitz  House  of  the  City  Hospital  group  were 
■:  renovated  and  made  suitable  for  our  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  and 
>  Central  Dental  Clinic. 

It  is  again  recommended  that  serious  consideration  be  given  to 
\  the  appointment  of  a  full-time  health  officer  who  is  trained  in 
C  public  health  science  and  who  shall  give  his  time  exclusively  to 
i  this  work;  to  the  appointment  of  a  properly  qualified  “Director  of 
i  Health  Education,”  and  for  compensating  the  physicians  attend- 
^  ing  regularly  the  weekly  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

The  Department  is  continuing  its  active  cooperation  with  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health  in  its  ten-year  juvenile  tuber- 
[  culosis  program,  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  in  its 
i  survey  of  crippled  children,  and  the  State  Department  of  Mental 
Diseases  in  its  survey  of  the  mentally  retarded. 

The  Board  takes  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  express  its 
3  sincere  appreciation  of  the  cooperation  and  assistance  given  it

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DISEASES  DANGEROUS  TO  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

DIPHTHERIA 

The  year  1931  saw  a  marked  reduction  in  the  number  of 
cases  from  this  disease.  While  in  1930  we  had  90  cases  reported, 
this  year  we  had  53.  There  were  five  deaths.  Two  cases  died  two 
days  after  reporting;  one,  four  days;  one,  five  days;  and  the  other, 
seven  days.  None  of  these  children  were  immunized  against 
diphtheria. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

With  exception  of  the  year  1924,  we  had  the  largest  number 
of  cases  of  this  disease  reported  in  1931,  some  514.  Throughout 
the  year  it  was  not  confined  to  any  one  district,  but  visited  each 
and  every  part  of  the  City.  The  disease  itself  was  of  a  very  mild 
character,  as  we  only  had  two  deaths.  The  great  number  of  cases 
I  believe  was  due  to  contact  and  missed  cases.  The  disease  was  so 
mild  that  parents  would  not  call  a  physician  or  report  the  disease. 
Therefore,  during  the  year  we  picked  up  a  large  number  of  chil¬ 
dren  who  came  back  to  school  and  were  found  to  be  desquamating. 

PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS 

While  the  death  rate  of  those  dying  from  this  disease  in 
Cambridge  was  still  lowered,  the  rate  of  Cambridge  residents  who 
died  within  and  without  the  City  increased  slightly.  Sixty-nine 
deaths  occurred  in  Cambridge;  of  this  number,  six  were  non¬ 
residents.  Twenty-four  Cambridge  residents  died  outside  the 
City. 

TYPHOID  FEVER 

This  is  the  first  year  to  my  knowledge  that  there  has  not  been 
a  death  from  typhoid.  Six  cases  were  reported;  four  of  these  had 
visited  outside  the  City,  in  the  south  or  in  Canada.  The  other 
two  cases  had  never  left  Cambridge,  and  no  source  could  be  traced. 

MEASLES 

There  has  been  a  tremendous  drop  in  measles.  In  1931  there 
were  408  cases  reported,  as  compared  to  1,414  reported  in  1930. 
There  was  one  death  from  this  disease. 

AUTOMOBILE  ACCIDENTS 

There  was  the  same  number  of  deaths  from  automobile 
accidents  in  1931  as  in  1930;  namely,  28.  Eight  of  these  deaths 
were  non-resident.

Of  the  79  cases  of  positive  tuberculosis  found,  51  were  origi¬ 
nally  diagnosed  at  the  Dispensary.  This  represents  the  sixteenth 
annual  report  of  the  Dispensary  for  Tuberculosis.

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TUBERCULOSIS  HOSPITAL 
(799  Concord  Avenue,  Overlooking  Fresh  Pond) 

On  January  1,  1931,  there  remained  in  the  hospital  from  the 
previous  years,  81  cases.  During  the  year  we  admitted  95  cases, 
and  readmitted  27  cases,  making  a  total  of  198  cases  treated 
during  the  year  1931.

Eighty-eight  cases  were  positive  on  admission;  eight  were 
negative. 

RESULTS 

Forty-one  cases  were  discharged  dead  (21  per  cent);  seven 
were  discharged  unimproved;  nine  were  discharged,  condition 
same.  Nine  went  home  against  advice;  cne  was  non-tubercular ; 
nine  were  discharged  improved  (15  per  cent). 

X-RAY 

Twenty-seven  cases  went  to  the  Cambridge  City  Hospital 
for  X-ray  of  chest ;  eight  for  X-ray  of  teeth  and  sinuses ;  thirteen 
for  X-ray  and  extraction  of  teeth.

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SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTION  ' 


There  were  21,799  physical  examinations  of  public  and 
parochial  school  children  made  in  1931  out  of  a  total  school 
population  of  23,329.  Of  this  number  13,712  children  showed  no 
defects,  while  the  balance  of  8,087  children  showed  10,247  defects. 
The  facilities  for  the  examination  of  high  school  students  are 
much  improved,  due  to  the  providing  of  a  separate  examining 
room  in  the  basement  adjoining  the  gymnasium. 

Proper  facilities  for  the  correction  of  vision  and  tonsils  are 
still  lacking.  Of  the  4,819  cases  of  tonsils  found  and  recommended 
removed,  only  883  were  corrected  (about  one-fifth).  There  were 
1,761  cases  of  defective  vision  found  and  only  553  corrected 
(about  one-third). 

There  were  13,418  children  found  with  defective  teeth;  3,221 
were  corrected  completely,  and  2,582  continuing  treatment.

BACTERIOLOGIST  AND  INSPECTOR  OF  MILK 

The  total  number  of  laboratory  examinations  was  7,177, 
i  divided  as  follows : 

1,890  specimens  examined  for  diphtheria,  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis,  typhoid  fever,  gonorrheal  smears,  urines,  and  other  mis¬ 
cellaneous  examinations. 

3,187  samples  of  milk  were  tested  chemically,  of  which  num¬ 
ber  1,517  were  from  distributors,  1,219  from  stores,  and  451  from 
restaurants. 

990  samples  of  milk  taken  from  dealers,  stores,  and  restaur¬ 
ants  were  tested  out  for  number  of  bacteria  colonies  per  cubic 
centimeter  according  to  the  American  Public  Health  Association 
official  method. 

525  cream  samples  were  tested  as  to  butterfat  content  and 
bacterial  count;  16  of  such  samples  were  found  to  contain  more 
than  the  500,000  colonies  of  bacteria  allowed  b}^  regulations. 

407  samples  of  milk  taken  from  milk  plants  were  tested  for 
bacteria  content  before  being  pasteurized. 

99  samples  of  ice  cream  were  examined  for  butterfat  content 
and  found  up  to  the  standard  of  at  least  10  per  cent  butterfat 
for  plain  ice  cream,  and  8  per  cent  for  added  nuts  or  fruits. 

Most  of  the  samples  of  ice  cream  examined  contained  from 
:  12  to  20  per  cent  butterfat. 

i  41  specimens  of  butter  were  found  to  be  of  good  standard 
quality.  Milk  used  in  the  schools  and  at  the  Cambridge  Sana¬ 
torium  was  checked  up  during  the  year. 

42  samples  of  Grade  “A”  milk  contained  more  than  25,000 
bacteria  per  c.c.,  which  is  the  standard  in  the  regulations. 

31  samples  of  milk  collected  from  restaurants  were  found  to 
be  below  the  legal  standard  for  butterfat. 

Six  violators  of  milk  laws  were  tried  in  court,  resulting  in  the 
collection  of  S25  in  fines. 

1,670  stores  and  restaurants  received  inspections  as  to  proper 
handling  of  milk  and  condition  of  ice  chests. 

21  notices  were  sent  out  to  stores  or  restaurants  where  dirty 
ice  chests  were  found,  calling  attention  of  the  proprietors  to  cor¬ 
rect  conditions. 

135  samples  of  milk  contained  more  than  the  50,000  bacteria 
colonies  per  c.c.  allowed  by  the  regulations, 
i  82.85  per  cent  of  the  samples  of  milk  tested  50,000  bacteria 
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per  c.c.  or  less;  9.8  per  cent  contained  from  50,000  to  100,000; 
7.31  per  cent  contained  from  100,000  to  200,000;  .01  per  cent 
contained  from  200,000  to  300,000;  .02  per  cent  contained  from 
300,000  to  500,000;  .01  per  cent  contained  over  500,000. 

Licenses  issued  during  1931  were  as  follows:  dealers,  73; 
stores,  716;  restaurants,  246;  oleomargarine,  121;  pasteurizing 
licenses,  3.  Total  licenses,  1,159.  Fees  collected,  $608. 

Ten  complaints  entered  in  regard  to  foreign  substances  found 
in  milk  were  investigated  and  adjusted. 

During  the  year  several  milk  dealers  changed  their  source  of 
supply  for  their  milk  from  non-tuberculin  tested  herds  to  herds 
having  received  the  tuberculin  test.  Therefore,  the  milk  delivered 
to  the  consumer,  besides  being  pasteurized,  also  received  an 
added  public  health  safeguard  by  coming  from  tuberculin  free 
cows.

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INSPECTION  OF  FOOD,  PROVISIONS 
AND  SLAUGHTERING 

The  handling  and  the  distribution  of  food  in  this  City  are 
still  problems  confronting  us.  Keeping  food  clean  and  whole¬ 
some,  requiring  that  utensils  and  surroundings  be  kept  in  clean 
and  sanitary  conditions,  demand  frequent  and  vigilant  inspec¬ 
tions.  The  majority  of  our  stores  and  food  manufacturing  estab¬ 
lishments  are  in  good  condition;  the  others  have  to  be  watched 
constantly.  I  regret  to  say,  though,  that  were  it  not  for  strict  and 
frequent  inspections,  the  largest  part  of  our  stores  would  be  handl¬ 
ing  and  exposing  food  under  very  unsanitary  conditions. 

My  belief  is  that  food  kept  in  unsanitary  conditions  is  more 
dangerous  than  putrid  food.  Running  hot  water  is  most  essential 
to  clean  utensils,  clean  chests,  clean  kitchens,  and  clean  stores. 
In  a  number  of  small  lunchrooms  dishes  were  being  washed  with 
cold  water,  the  gas  from  the  water  tank  having  been  shut  off. 
The  owners  were  warned  and  frequent  inspections  made  to  their 
lunchrooms.  Two  were  brought  to  court  for  this  violation;  both 
fined.

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HOUSING  AND  PLUMBING  INSPECTOR 

During  the  year  I  have  been  working  on  relocations  of  water- 
i  closets  to  provide  natural  light  and  ventilation,  removing  enclos¬ 
ing  woodwork,  etc.  Four  houses  have  been  vacated  as  unfit  for 
I  human  habitation.  These  buildings  have  been  torn  down.  Three 
cases  of  old  women  living  alone  in  unsanitary  conditions  were 
investigated,  removed  to  the  City  Home  and  unsanitary  condi¬ 
tions  remedied  thereafter.  In  a  number  of  places,  families  have 
voluntarily  remedied  overcrowding  and  unclean  conditions. 
Three  complaints  of  children  having  been  bitten  by  rats  were 
investigated  and  conditions  remedied. 

I  have  been  w^orking  on  the  filling  of  lowlands  and  other 
breeding  plac.es  of  mosquitoes  and  insects.  A  number  of  com¬ 
plaints  of  offensive  odors  and  smoke  nuisance  from  dumps  were 
investigated  and  remedied.  I  have  baited  and  supervised  baiting 
of  dumps  to  remedy  rat  nuisances.  A  number  of  complaints  of 
offensive  odors,  rat  nuisance,  and  insufficient  heat  referred  to  me 
have  been  remedied.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

To  the  Honorable  City  Council: 

Gentlemen:  During  the  past  year  the  service  rendered  by 
the  Central  Library  and  its  branches  has  been  extended  in  many 
directions.  With  allowance  for  the  elimination  of  three  months 
from  the  period  of  the  fiscal  year,  an  examination  of  the  Libra¬ 
rian’s  report  will  disclose  substantial,  if  not  sensational,  growth  in 
total  circulation  and  in  the  registration  of  borrowers  under  the 
improved  charging  system  adopted  in  January,  1931. 

Thoroughly  satisfactory  results  have  been  secured  from 
changes  in  the  equipment  and  arrangement  of  the  Central  Library, 
particularly  in  the  Delivery  Room.  More  space  is  now  available 
for  “open”  shelves,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  soon  be  constructed  to 
provide  for  the  reading  public  more  direct  contact  with  stimulat¬ 
ing  and  inviting  books. 

The  resources  of  the  Reference  Room  have  been  enlarged  and 
have  been  utilized  more  extensively.  Also  noteworthy  is  the 
cooperation  of  the  Juvenile  Department  with  the  schools. 

The  circulation  of  books  in  the  Cambridge  City  Hospital, 
initiated  during  the  year,  exemplifies  a  vital  field  of  service  that 
should  be  greatly  widened. 

Nevertheless,  despite  the  progress  that  has  been  made,  the 
work  of  the  Central  Library  is  increasingly  restricted,  with  the 
passing  of  each  year,  by  inadequate  facilities  and  physical  con¬ 
ditions.  With  a  building  planned  and  erected  when  Cambridge 
was  a  comparatively  small  city  and  the  demands  of  its  readers 
were  relatively  few  and  simple,  the  Librarian  and  his  staff,  how¬ 
ever  capable  and  energetic,'  cannot  properly  fulfill  obligations 
vastly  more  complex  to  a  community  continuously  undergoing 
growth  and  change. 

The  trustees  appreciate  the  financial  problems  of  the  City 
government  in  the  present  economic  crisis.  As  emphasized,  how¬ 
ever,  in  the  report  of  last  year,  the  construction  of  a  suitable  new 
building,  or  a  substantial  addition  to  the  present  plant,  is  abso¬ 
lutely  indispensable  to  the  provision  of  cultural  opportunities 
commensurate  with  the  size  and  educational  prestige  of  Cam¬ 
bridge.  As  noted,  also,  in  previous  reports  of  the  Board,  a  new 
sub-station  is  urgently  needed  in  the  Mount  Auburn  District. 

During  the  year,  the  Library  has  lost  the  services  of  two 
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faithful  members  of  its  staff:  Miss  M.  Louise  Brennan  of  the 
Central  Library,  and  Miss  Dorothea  Gray,  Branch  Librarian  at 
North  Cambridge.  Their  passing  after  many  years  of  devoted 
loyalty  is  deeply  regretted. 

The  details  of  administration  are  set  forth  in  the  accompany¬ 
ing  report  of  the  Librarian,  to  whose  leadership,  with  the  able 
cooperation  of  his  assistants,  credit  is  due  for  progress  in  the  face 
of  difficulties.

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REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN 

Seventy-Fourth  Year,  April  1,  1931  to  December  31,  1931 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  present  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Library  the  seventy-fourth  annual  report  of  the  Cambridge  Publie 
Library. 

On  December  31,  1931  the  Library  closed  a  short  fiscal  year 
of  nine  months.  The  change  was  brought  about  by  changing  the 
fiscal  year  of  the  City  to  run  concurrently  with  the  calendar  year. 
Thus  necessarily  all  summaries  contained  in  this  report  are  for  a 
nine-months  period  and  will  show  a  loss  as  compared  with  any  of 
the  recent  twelve  months  periods;  but  will,  however,  show  a  gain 
for  a  similar  period  in  1930. 

The  passing  of  1931  also  marks  the  loss  to  the  Library  of  one 
who  has  been  a  true  friend  of  the  Library  and  the  staff.  Mr. 
Charles  F.  Hurley,  State  Treasurer  of  this  Commonwealth,  was 
automatically  retired  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  on  the  School 
Committee.  Mr.  Hurley  was  a  former  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
}  Library  Trustees.  Also  during  the  early  months  of  1931,  Mr. 
Edward  H.  Redstone,  State  Librarian,  resigned  as  a  trustee  of 
the  Library.  Mr.  Redstone  served  as  a  trustee  for  fifteen  years  and 
was  also  a  former  chairman  of  the  Board.  The  staff  join  the 
trustees  in  expressing  their  regret  that  these  two  men  who  took 
so  great  an  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Library  no  longer  guide 
its  destiny. 

In  June  of  1931,  Miss  Evelyn  Frost,  who  was  an  assistant  in 
the  Juvenile  Department,  resigned  to  be  married.  She  is  now 
Mrs.  Carroll  Buck  and  is  at  home  in  Columbus,  Ohio. 

Late  in  the  last  fiscal  year  death  stalked  abroad  among  the 
immediate  staff.  Miss  M.  Louise  Brennan,  who  for  twenty-five 
years  was  a  faithful  and  cheerful  member  of  this  staff,  died  after  a 
few 'months  illness.  Despite  her  lameness  Miss  Brennan  will  long 
be  remembered  for  her  patient  cheerfulness  by  those  who  knew  her. 

Shortly  after  the  dawn  of  the  New  Year  Miss  Dorothea  Gray, 
Branch  Librarian  of  the  North  Cambridge  Branch,  died  of  pneu- 
I  monia.  She  had  been  a  member  of  this  staff  for  twenty-two  years 
and  was  a  loyal  and  true  public  servant. 

At  the  Main  Library  last  year  a  new  charging  desk  and  a  new 
catalogue  were  installed.  The  room  was  changed  about  and  is  now 
offering  greater  service  to  the  public.  Plans  are  underway  to 
increase  the  shelf  room,  thus  affording  the  public  a  greater  number 
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of  books  in  which  to  browse.  The  branch  at  Central  Square  was 
completely  renovated  and  repainted.  A  system  of  circulation  with 
the  Cambridge  City  Hospital  was  established  through  Miss 
Stuart,  a  Red  Cross  worker,  and  Miss  Mary  Doyle,  an  assistant 
at  the  Main  Library. 

BUILDING 

Though  many  improvements  of  the  appointments  have  been 
made  and  all  have  tendered  to  make  the  interior  of  the  Library 
more  attractive,  there  remains  the  need  of  larger  accommodations. 
The  Stack  Room  is  at  present  crowded,  the  Reference  Room  should 
be  larger,  the  Juvenile  Room  is  by  far  too  small,  there  is  not  ade¬ 
quate  room  for  the  School  Library,  the  music  collection  needs 
separate  quarters,  and  local  history  collection  should  have  more 
space. 

BORROWERS  OF  BOOKS 

The  new  registration  proceeded  throughout  the  year  and  at 
present  the  total  registration  is  16,388  borrowers.  Either  the  cur¬ 
rent  depression  or  the  regard  for  books  or  both  lead  to  a  consider¬ 
able  monthly  gain  in  circulation.  There  is  a  constant  demand  for 
non-fiction  and  it  is  to  be  noted  that  though  fiction  remains  by 
far  the  heaviest  class  of  reading  there  is  also  a  steady  increase  in 
the  readers  of  biography,  history,  travel,  etc.  It  is  the  earnest 
desire  of  the  Librarian  and  staff  to  serve  the  patrons  of  the  Library 
the  best  of  good  reading  and  comfortable  appointments  in  which 
to  enjoy  their  Library. 

USE  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

It  is  a  far  cry  from  the  days  of  the  old  Athenaeum  on  the 
corner  of  Massachusetts  Avenue  and  Pleasant  Street  to  the  six- 
branch  system  of  the  Public  Library  of  today.  Then  one  might, 
if  he  were  a  member  of  the  corporation,  use  the  reading  room, 
later  the  public  could  use  it.  Today  one  may  borrow  as  many 
books  as  one  wishes,  he  may  call  the  reference  desk  for  any  ques¬ 
tion  on  which  he  wishes  information,  he  may  make  use  of  the 
latest  reference  works  procurable,  he  may  read  his  favorite  maga¬ 
zine  or  local  paper  in  the  Library,  and  he  may  come  to  its  reading 
room  to  write  his  essays,  speeches,  etc. 

The  circulation  again  registers  a  good  healthy  growth.  There 
is  no  great  increase  and  of  course  the  total  is  less  than  the  preced- 
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ing  year;  but  it  is  for  a  nine-month  period  as  against  twelve.  This 
report,  however,  will  show  an  increase  for  a  similar  period  in  the 
preceding  year. 

During  the  year  519,177  books  were  loaned  for  home  use. 
This  is  an  increase  of  19,211  volumes  for  a  similar  period  in  1930- 
1931. 

In  the  following  table  is  shown  the  number  of  volumes  in  the 
Library,  the  number  of  borrowers  and  the  total  circulation  for 
each  year  for  the  past  five  years.

THE  STAFF 

During  the  past  year  only  one  resignation  from  the  staff 
occurred.  Miss  Frost  resigned  from  the  Juvenile  Department. 
Mrs.  Florence  Lyons  was  transferred  from  the  catalogue  room 
to  this  Department  to  fill  this  vacancy.  Miss  Isabelle  McGowan 
was  transferred  from  the  School  Library  to  the  catalogue  room 
and  Miss  Mary  Hill  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the 
School  Library.  Miss  Teresa  Connor  was  appointed  to  a  position 
at  the  Main  Library  as  an  assistant  in  the  Circulation  Depart¬ 
ment. 


THE  LOAN  DEPARTMENT 

The  outstanding  change  in  this  Department  during  the  past 
year  was  the  transfer  in  location  and  the  replacement  of  the  old 
desk.  In  this  change  of  location  is  a  twofold  benefit ;  the  desk  is 
now  nearer  the  door  for  convenience,  as  in  more  modern  libraries, 
and  is  better  lighted  by  being  placed  by  the  windows,  which  is  of 
advantage  to  all. 

The  new  desk  was  built  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  used, 
and  so  is  more  conveniently  equipped,  having  on  one  inner  side  a 
complete  card  file  of  fifty-six  drawers,  used  for  borrower’s  registra¬ 
tions  of  the  entire  Library.  The  other  inner  space  is  conveniently 
shelved  for  books. 
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This  desk  not  only  facilitates  the  borrowing  and  returning  of 
books  for  the  public,  but,  together  with  the  new  matching  cata¬ 
logue  cabinets,  has  greatly  improved  the  appearance  of  the 
Delivery  Room.  - 

REFERENCE  ROOM 

The  Reference  Room  has  been  a  busy  place  during  the  past 
months,  with  more  readers  than  usual  in  the  forenoons  as  well  as 
in  the  afternoons  and  evenings. 

One  hundred  and  forty-four  books  were  added  to  the  collec¬ 
tion.  Some  of  these  were  new  editions  of  books  already  in  the 
reference  collection;  the  older  books  were  removed  to  the  stack, 
and  the  total  gain  was  sixty-five  volumes.  On  January  1,  1932 
there  were  3,113  volumes  in  the  Reference  Department. 

Among  those  acquired  were  the  following:  “United  States 
Official  Pictures  of  the  World  War”  in  four  volumes,  “Practical 
Decoration  of  Furniture”  by  H.  P.  Shapland,  “Insurance  Year 
Book,”  “Catholic  Encyclopaedic  Dictionary”  edited  by  Donald 
Attwater  and  others.  Part  2  of  the  “Essay  and  General  Literature 
Index,”  volumes  of  the  “Reference  Shelf”  dealing  with  chain 
stores,  the  World  Court,  compulsory  unemployment  insurance, 
stability  employment.  The  Library  is  getting  the  volumes  of  the 
valuable  “Dictionary  of  American  Biography”  as  they  are 
published. 

There  are  many  calls  for  books  on  costume.  The  library  had 
McClellan’s  “Historic  Dress  in  America,  1607-1800”  and  there 
has  been  added  “Historic  Dress  in  America,  1800-1870”  by  the 
same  author.  Another  very  valuable  addition  is  the  “Atlas  of  the 
City  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts  from  Actual  Surveys  and 
Official  Plans,”  published  in  1930. 

Between  April  1  and  January  1,  8,725  books  were  drawn  from 
the  stack  for  use  in  the  Library.  No  record  is  kept  of  the  books 
used  from  the  open  shelves  in  the  Reference  Room. 

The  questions  have  varied  from  a  query  about  a  Latin  phrase 
to  a  request  for  a  recipe  for  making  brownies.  We  are,  of  course, 
having  many  requests  in  connection  with  the  Washington  bicen¬ 
tennial. 

The  pupils  of  the  freshman  class  from  the  high  school  have 
been  to  the  Library  as  usual  for  talks  in  regard  to  the  use  of  the 
card  catalogue  and  reference  books. 
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The  new  stands  for  the  dictionaries  have  proved  most  satis¬ 
factory.  They  rest  on  the  table  and  the  dictionaries  are  fastened 
to  them,  so  that  the  leaves  are  not  rumpled,  as  is  so  often  the  case 
with  heavy  books. 

Reference  work  cannot  be  measured,  but  when  one  helps  a 
man  to  find  information  that  he  needs,  and  he  afterwards  says 
that  this  information  helped  him  to  pass  an  examination,  and 
has  been  worth  two  thousand  dollars  to  him,  it  seems  quite  worth 
while  from  a  very  practical  point  of  view. 

JUVENILE  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  1931  has  been  a  very  successful  one  for  the  Juvenile 
Department  as  the  outstanding  success  of  the  previous  year  has 
not  only  been  continued  but  surpassed.  There  has  been  a  gain  in 
circulation.  Story  hours,  not  only  in  Central,  but  also  in  the 
branches  have  been  increasingly  well  attended. 

More  than  ever  before  attention  has  been  given  to  beautify¬ 
ing  the  Children’s  Room,  since  it  is  felt  that  children  will  remain 
to  profit  by  reading  the  worth-while  books,  only  if  they  find  the 
room  attractive.  This  has  been  accomplished  mainly  by  the 
exhibition  of  attractive  picture  collections. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  a  bulletin  containing  only  titles 
of  new  juvenile  books  was  printed  and  issued  during  National 
Book  Week,  November  16-21. 

The  Department  has  also  been  able  to  increase  its  usefulness 
by  greater  cooperation  with  the  schools  through  the  use  of  the 
juvenile  reference  books,  by  story  hours  in  school  halls,  by  making 
reading  lists  and  suggesting  new  titles  for  old  lists. 

BRANCHES 

The  branch  libraries  of  any  system  should  all  be  compact 
miniatures  of  the  main  library.  Despite  the  fact  that  our  branches 
are  serving  more  than  half  the  population  of  the  City  there  is  not 
one  of  them  housed  in  its  own  building.  We  are  either  the  unwel¬ 
come  tenants  of  other  City  departments  or  we  have  to  lease 
quarters  from  outside.  This  yearly  rental  would  amortize  any 
debt  incurred  by  the  erection  of  suitable  branch  buildings.  We 
should  have  city-owned  buildings  which  would  be  a  point  of  civic 
interest  and  pride.  The  book  treasures  of  the  City  should  be 
properly  housed  and  we  need  light,  cheery  and  attractive  branches. 
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Each  building  would  be  a  fitting  memorial  to  a  publie-spirited 
citizen  donor  such  as  the  Main  Library  stands  today,  or  it  might 
commemorate  some  of  those  loyal  and  self-sacrificing  sons  of  Cam¬ 
bridge  who  possessed  that  great  love  “to  lay  down  his  life  for  his 
friends.” 

In  conclusion  it  seems  fitting  to  call  attention  to  the  real 
needs  of  the  Department.  First  we  need  good  finaneial  support. 
The  minimum  amount  to  operate  the  library  system  adequately 
has  been  set  at  one  dollar  per  capita  of  the  population.  Of  eourse, 
in  time  of  a  crisis  like  the  present  it  is  fair  to  expeet  that  no 
standard  ean  be  followed  but  the  one  of  expediency.  The  City 
Government  has  always  given  eonsideration  to  the  needs  of  the 
Library,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  when  the  present  economic  situ¬ 
ation  has  been  righted  that  we  may  again  plan  to  extend  the  serv¬ 
ice  of  the  Library.  The  seeond  greatest  need  is  a  new  main  library 
building  whieh  would  give  adequate  fire  protection  to  the  book 
treasures  of  the  City.  We  need  to  extend  our  hospital  service  and 
at  least  one  additional  branch  library.  We  should  have  the  library 
truck  available  for  a  full  week.  With  a  steadily  increasing  service 
we  are  fast  outgrowing  the  physieal  limits  of  the  present  system, 
and  even  to  continue  the  present  serviee  we  will  need  to  gradually 
add  to  building  and  to  personnel. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  the  whole-hearted  support  of  the 
entire  staff.  Their  whole-hearted  cooperation  and  enthusiasm  is 
in  no  small  measure  responsible  for  the  service  which  is  being 
rendered  the  patrons. 

I  take  this  oceasion  to  thank  the  many  friends  of  the  Library 
for  their  gifts  of  books,  pamphlets  and  magazines.  The  Library 
has  been  the  reeipient  of  many  very  useful  books  this  year.  Also 
I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  good  will  and  generosity  of  the  loeal 
papers  for  the  publishing  of  book  lists  and  other  matters. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  their  willingness  at 
all  times  to  render  service  to  the  Library  and  for  their  loyal  sup¬ 
port  and  interest  in  several  projects  undertaken.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


I  herewith  submit  my  twentieth  annual  report,  which  is  the 
sixty-fourth  in  the  series  of  annual  reports  by  the  superintendents, 
and  the  ninety-second  of  the  printed  reports  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Cambridge: 

For  some  time  prior  to  last  year,  the  financial  year  for  the 
City  of  Cambridge  has  opened  on  April  1 .  Last  year,  by  a  change 
in  the  laws,  January  1  marked  the  beginning  of  the  financial  year. 
This  report,  consequently,  concerns  only  the  period  of  nine 
months  from  ApriM,  1931  to  December  31,  1931.  This  fact  must 
be  borne  in  mind  when  comparing  the  statistics  recorded  herein 
with  the  statistics  of  preceding  twelve-month  periods.  It  also 
explains  why  I  am  presenting  at  this  time  a  merely  statistical 
report. 

Two  important  events  mark  the  year  of  1931  —  the  com¬ 
pletion,  dedication,  and  opening  of  the  Longfellow  School;  and 
the  adoption  of  plans  for  and  the  beginning  of  construction  of  the 
new  Rindge  Technical  School.  The  Longfellow  School  has  given 
universal  satisfaction.  The  plan,  appearance,  construction  and 
equipment  all  make  for  efficiency  and  modern  progress.  The  new 
Rindge  Technical  School  promises  to  meet  with  general  approval, 
filling  a  long-felt  need  for  larger  and  better  quarters  and  adding 
to  the  City’s  prestige  in  the  educational  world. 

The  schools  have  maintained  their  usual  standing  in  scholar¬ 
ship  of  graduates,  personnel  of  teaching  force  and  the  loyalty  of 
that  force  to  their  professional  leaders.

School  Holidays 

Columbus  Day;  Armistice  Day;  Thanksgiving  Day,  the  day  pre¬ 
ceding  and  the  day  following;  Washington’s  Birthday;  Good  Friday; 
Patriots’  Day;  Memorial  Day;  and  the  Seventeenth  of  June.  If  one  of 
these  holidays  falls  on  Thursday  or  Sunday,  the  schools  are  closed  on 
the  day  following. 


Evening  Schools 

There  are  two  terms  of  the  evening  schools.  The  first  term  begins 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October  and  closes  one  week  previous  to  the 
closing  of  the  day  schools  for  the  Christmas  holidays.  The  second  term 
begins  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January,  except  when  the  day  falls  on 
New  Year’s  Day,  in  which  case  it  begins  on  the  Monday  following 
New  Year’s  Day,  and  continues  for  at  least  twenty-five  evenings. 
Vacations  and  holidays  are  the  same  as  in  the  day  schools. 
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
